Warped Gym Floor and “Portable” 
Stands Impede Physical Training 

New Floor Needed in High School Gymnasium — Stands Built 
Last Fall Impractical 


Physical training and athletic activ- 
ities at Newton High School have 
been and are b**ing impeded because 
of a defective floor in the big gymna- 
sium In the new building and because 
of the questionable degree of mobility 
in the portable grandstands erected 
last year on the athletic field. 

When the magnificent new admin- 
istration building was added to the 
high school group in 1925, it provided 
in addition to classrooms a large audi- 
torium and a big gymnasium that was 
intended to be one of the best in this 
or any other State. The gymnasium 
is located on the main floor of the 
building and underneath it is a high 
basement which is not damp. Under 
the gymnasium is a thick floor of con- 
crete and on this concrete wooden 
screeds were laid. On the screeds a 
sub floor of spruce was placed and 
over this sub-floor tar paper was laid. 
Above the tar paper an excellent floor- 
ing of hard wood was put down. But. 
sad to relate — it has not stayed put. 
The gymnasium floor was put down 
about June. 1925. The following Oc- 
tober a mechanic from a company 
which manufactures gymnasium ap- 
paratus came to the high school to 
install some equipment and. cutting 
through the upper floor to insert some 
fixtures, he found the sub-floor satur- 
ated with moisture and prophesied 
that trouble would be encountered 
later on. He was correct. It was 
not. many months afterward when the 
gymnasium floor began to buckle in 
many places. This is not a desirable 
ondition in a place where lively boys 
’ 1 .-iris are running and jumping, so 
te Building Department was notified 


and carpenters came and nailed down 
the parts of the floor which, emulating 
yeast, had risen. During the past 
year the carpenters hav- made many 
visits to the high school gymnasium. 
Their efforts to keep the floor where 
it was supposed to be have been 
futile. The floor has had its “ups and 
downs" aplenty. As part of the cam- 
paign to keep it where it should be— 
on the level — hundreds of little holes 
were bored in it to allow the moisture 
in the sub-floor a chance to escape. 
The only result from this method is 
the appearance that a flock of wood- 
peckers had visited the gymnasium. 
The sub-floor thoroughly rotted and 
neither nails or screws could be fast- 
ened in it to hold down the buckling 
hardwood floor above. 

Much of the floor at the gymnasium 
is. and has been, in a positively dan- 
gerous condition for the conduct of 
exercises and zames there. There is 
but one way to remedy the situation 
and that is — to take up the floor and 
the rotted sub-floor and lay new floor- 
ing. This will cost money, some 
thousands of dollars. But it will 
I have to be done unless the city gov- 
| ^rnment desires to jeopardize the 
] limbs of the pupils using the gymna- 
j sium. 

I It is regrettable this unexpected ex- 
I pense has become necessary so soon 
after the school has been completed. 
It is a question whether or not it is 
fair to criticize anyone for this annoy- 
ing situation. The theory offered by 
some to explain the reason for the 
sub-floor rotting is that it was laid 
before the concrete underneath it

BASEBALL TEAM 

GETS OUTDOORS 

Coach John L. Sullivan of the 
Newton high school baseball team got 
his squad out of doors the latter part 
of last week when he issued the enll 
for the outfielders to join the rest of 
the squad which had been working 
out in the old gymnasium building. 
Tills week a three or four inning 
practice game has been on the docket 
In addition to intensive bnttlng prac- 
tice which lias been sharpening up the 
lnds’ eyes. 

Although the stands, which were 
erected last fall to accommodate the 
spectators at the football games, have 
not yet been removed and they are 
handicapping the Newton mentor in 
the development of the team, matters 
have been progressing rapidly under 
the existing conditions. As it is esti- 
mated that it will take nearly a week 
for a half a dozen men to remove 
the stands, arrangements are being 
made to transfer the opening game of 
the season with Malden next Wednes- 
day afternoon to the Malden high field. 
The only date on the schedule. May 
26th, which was not filled when an- 
nounced two weeks ago, has been tak- 
en by Pawtucket High school which 
will come to the Claflin field for the 
game. 

In the practice games Sullivan has 
been using Bill Reilly, Don Wilson, 
Earllng, Beairsto. and two untried 
candidates, Church and Coombs, in the 
box. Reilly and Wilson are the two 
leading twirlers and it is a tossup 
which will get the opening assign- 
ment. Behind the bat. Art. Wilson 
and Phil Andres have been doing the 
receiving and either one is likely to 
get the call next Wednesday. It is 
quite probable that the one that does 
not get the chance to start as the 
catcher will draw one of the outfield 
positions as both are good prospects. 

On the so-called first team Cap- 
tain “Penny” deMille has been holding 
down the initial sack and his form 
shows improvment over last year 
when he had a habit of taking 
his foot from the bag unconsciously 
and thereby losing several decisions. 
Allie Fletcher at second, Frank Spain, 
at short and Edgar Warren at third, 
round out the veteran infield which 
is expected to he one of the main- 
stays in keeping the team up in the 
Suburban league running. A flock of 
candidates have been paradaitig about 
the outfield striving to show Coach 
Sullivan why they should be named 
as the regular outergardeners. The 
foremost of these are Johnny Mullen 
who played a number of games last 
year, Creighton Clatchell who had a 
place clinched last season and then 
had to give up the sport to bring his 
studies up, William Sutcliffe, and Bob 
Bennett, both of whom were regulars 
on the football and championship 
hockey teams, and Langdon Powers 
who would be giving Wilson and An- 
dres stiff competition for the catching 
berth if he could learn to throw.

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GIRL SCOUTS 


The annual competitive rally of the 
Newton Olrl Scout troops was held In 
the gymnasium of the Newton High 
School on Saturday afternoon, March 
31st. The competitions were divided 
into three parts — Junior, Intermediate 
and Senior. The Junior division was 
won by Troop 26, Newton Highlands, 
a new troop registered late In 1927.

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EDITORIAL

Wo nre glad to note that the school 
committee is to investigate the high 
cost of education in this city. It is 
a desirable condition and we some- 
times wonder why previous commit- 
tees have not had a similar urge. 
For the past twenty years the city 
has followed the policy of providing 
an educational menu which would 
meet the needs of every pupil, a 
policy which leads logically to fur- 
nishing every pupil with a course of 
study peculiarly fitted to his or her 
mentality, and of course, regardless 
of the cost to the tax payers. There 
should be a limit to the educational 
facilities provided through public 
funds, and all further educational 
needs should be at private expense. 
We suggest to the committee as one 
means of reducing cost, that it finds 
out one or more studies which have 
the least number of pupils and strike 
them from the curriculum of the 
school. 

Our city fathers who have comfort- 
able homes, are most complacent 
when it comes to the consideration of 
the needs of the city for apartment 
houses. Alderman Baker's casual sug- 
gestion that one and two family 
houses should suffice, does not 
meet the situation as such houses 
do not and cannot have the con- 
veniences of the modern apartment. 
Let some of the city fathers try 
to rent a convenient place for a 
small family to live in and they will 
soon learn the real conditions. In- 
cidentally it might be borne in mind 
that the apartment house dweller usu- 
ally makes no demand on the city for 
education, his living expenses are paid 
to Newton shopmen and landlords, 
and all in all, he would be a decided 
asset to the city.

UNDER THEJILDED DOME 

All four of Newton’s Representa- 
tives helped to kill the hill to legalize 
professional sports on Sunday. The 
measure was rejected hv the House 
by rollcall. 110 to 93, and Messrs Hol- 
lis. Luit wieler. Thompson and Salton- 
stall responded and voted again the 
hill. None took part in the debate, 
however, which was somewhat of a 
rehearsal of the arguments of last 
year. But the question is not set- 
tled. The matter has been introduced 
on an Initiative petition which, when 
rejected by the Legislature, may be 
placed upon the ballot by the filing of 

5.000 additional signatures of regis- 
tered voters. 

There is no doubt but what these 
names will be easily obtained so that 
voters may expect to have the ques- 
tion put up to them when they go to 
the polls at the State elecion in No- 
vember. The hill gives city councils 
the right to accept the provisions of 
the act. In towns it must he accepted 
by a majority of the voters. There 
is little doubt but that an intensive 
campaign will soon he begun by both 
sides. Friends of professional base- 
ball have been striving for years to 
get it on the statute books while those 
who do not wish the Sunday laws 
changed any further are equally de- 
termined in their attitude. While the 
Boston Elevated legislation is still un- 
settled that relating to the Eastern 
Massacliusets Street Railway seems 
to he in a fair way of enactment. The 
House has advanced a bill providing 
for the extension for five years of the 
public control of the Eastern Massa- 
chusetts and reducing the number of 
public trustees from five to three. On 
the first roll call when the bill was 
ordered to a third reading Messrs Hol- 
lis and Saltonstall voted in favor and 
Mr. Thompson against. Mr. Luitwiel- 
er was paired, he voting in favor and 
Mr. Buckley of Charlestown voting 
against. 

The Joint Rules Committee of the 
two branches reported against admit- 
ting the petition of Senator Edward 
T. Simoneau of Marlboro, who repre- 
sents this district, for the appoint- 
ment of a joint special legislative 
committee to investigate the adminis- 
tration and operation of the laws in 
respect to food and public health. 
Both branches accepted the adverse 
report. 

Mr. Hollis, as a member of the Com- 
mittee on Metropolitan Affairs, has 
voted for the appointment of a suo- 
committee of his committee to draft a 
bill for the construction of a tunnel 
between Boston and East Boston. All*. 
Hollis found much information of 
value to his committee on their recent 
inspection of tunnels and bridges in 
New York, Philadelphia and New Jer- 
sey. 

The bill to make Armistice Day, 
Nov. 11, a legal holiday has been 
passed by the House by roll call, 157 
to 46. Mr, Saltonstall and Mr. Luit- 
wieler voted against the bill. Mr. 
Thompson was not recorded. Mr. Hol- 
lis was absent, traveling with the 
Committee on Metropolitan Affairs. 
The bill is now before the Senate 
which has voted to debate It next 
Tuesday. It is an initiative petition 
which means that should it be reject- 
ed by the Legislature the petitioners 
may have it placed on the ballot at 
the State election by an additional 

5.000 signatures. As these should he 
tasily obtained there is little doubt 
that if the Senate rejects the bill the 
people will have an opportunity to ex- 
press their views at the polls. 

The hearing by a special committee 
of the House into the official conduct 
of Attorney General Arthur K. Read- 
ing is attracting much attention 
this week. Sessions have been held 
in one of the smaller committee 
rooms. While it is understood to he 
t lie feeling of the committee that 
there is no occasion to provide a large 
number of seats for spectators whose 
presence is due merely to idle curiosi- 
ty, some members of the House have 
declared that accommodations should 
he provided for them. They further 
point out that inasmuch as they are 
expected to vote on the matter at a 
later date it might he well if they in- 
formed themselves as to the character 
of the evidence presented. Under ex- 
isting arrangements House members 
must take their chance with the gen- 
eral public and stand in line for some 
time before the doors of the hearing 
room are opened. 

The death of House C’lerk James 
W. Kimball removes one of the most 
efficient officials connected with the 
General Court. He was an authority 
on procedure and parliamentary law 
and was frequently consulted by pre- 
siding officers when some tangle in 
ruling or procedure was encountered. 
Furthermore, he was always fair and 
obliging, holding the respect and ad- 
miration of all who had business with 
his office. Mr. Kimball had been clerk 
31 years. 

The final action of this year’s Leg- 
islature on the various attempts to 
have the voters express their opinion 
whether the 18th amendment to th<- 
Federal constitution should or should 
not lie repealed came this week when 
Ha* Semite accepted an adverse com- 
mittee report on a hill providing for 
such a referendum. 

There is now before the Legislature 
:• bill to legalize games of chance con 
ducted by frutoruul, charitable, reli- 
gious and similar organizations. Un-

Because there were only two. In- 
stead of the usual three conches on 
the 11 o’clock Circuit train from New- 
ton Centre to Boston the other morn- 
ing. and because a number of ladies 
had to go Into the smoker to find 
seats, the conductor ordered the men 
in the smoker to stop smoking — 
which they quickly and courteously 
did. If the B. & A. is going to run 
two coach trains, it should equip the 
smoker with a rolling partition to he 
used in such an emergency as this. 
Or the gentlemen might proffer the 
invading ladies a cigarette — or a 
cigar. 

The sidewalks of Newton, on ne- 
cepted streets, which naturally In- 
cludes the streets in the business sec- 
tions, are public property. They are 
intended for use by pedestrians. In 
most cases these sidewalks are not 
any too wide for this purpose. In 
former years there were no attempts 
by business men to encroach on the 
rights of pedestrians by using the 
sidewalks for the display of merchan- 
dise. Some fruit stores had window 
displays which projected slightly on- 
to the sidewalks. But, in recent years, 
things have changed. Although the 
old established stores have refrained 
from appropriating parts of sidewalks 
for their private use, many of the 
newer merchants have adopted the 
practice of placing boxes of vegetables 
and fruit on sidewalks. They have re- 
ceived permits from the Street Com- 
missioner and have been supposed to 
use the inside portions of the side- 
walk. In some cases the walks are 
wide enough so that the granting of 
such permits does not discommode 
pedestrians. In other cases where the 
sidewalks are somewhat narrow, the 
perversion of them as additions to 
stores Inconveniences pedestrians. 

Recently a tire store was started in 
Newton by a party from out of town. 
To advertise his business he placed 
a huge old tire directly across the 
sidewalk on the street corner near his 
store. He was ordered to remove it 
and upon doing so substituted as an 
advertising medium a pile of old tires 
which lie placed on the outside of the 
sidewalk. As these old tires were not 
ightly and as persons might brush 
against them, the enterprising party 
/as also ordered to remove these ob- 
structions. After a few weeks he 
again placed an ordinary size old tire 
directly in the part of traffic across 
the sidewalk. He was ordered to re- 
move this and after receiving this or- 
der he again placed it out on the side- 
walk. apparently to show his defiance 
of the police. 

It will he Interesting to observe 
what developments follow. 


Work on repairing the Centre street 
bridge over the Boston & Albany rail- 
road at Newton has been at a stand- 
still for weeks.

Grain Trade Periled 

by Railroad Rebates 

Serious troubles were encountered 
by Chicago traders in the early nine- 
ties through the practice of accepting 
railroad rebates. The railroads of the 
time were keenly aggressive, and they 
inaugurated a war of cutthroat com- 
petition. giving rebates to heavy and 
regular shippers— a sort of bidding 
for business. .\t first the rebates were 
welcomed by shippers, who were nat- 
tered by i be thought that they were 
getting something for nothing. The 
practice became such an abuse that 
more thun one grain firm faced finan- 
cial disaster because of it. No one 
ever knew just how great was the re- 
bute that hiss competitor obtained and 
the whole situation added a trade 
hazard tlmt was immeasurable. The 
rebates ran from It) to per cent of 
the published larilT. It was, of course, 
dilllcult for the concern that was able 
to obtain only lit per cent rebate to 
compete with the one that got the 25 
per cent reduction. Another phase of 
the rebate system was that the rebate 
was merely a* sort of “gentlemen’s 
agreement lietweeu the trader and 
some high olliciul of the rallroud. 
Nothing ever was written about the 
rebate. The “gentlemen’.; agreement” 
sometimes became a disagreement and 
there was then no way to force the 
railroad to live up to the understand 
ing.— James A. Batten, in Chicago 
Daily News.

Regular Meeting of Aldermen Consists Largely Of Unimport- 
ant Matters

Dicker- 
man and Westchester roads. The pe 
tit ion for a sewer in Bemuth road 
from Dlckerman road, westerly, was 
opposed by James Wentworth, Arthur 
Curry and Joseph Kerin, residents of 
that street, who claimed that the 
sewer is not necessary and that to 
build it will be imposing expense on 
them without reason. Mr. Wentworth 
suggested that there are many other 
streets in the city on which money 
can be spent to better advantage.

When the exca- 
vation was made by the Gas Company 
on Centre street, opposite Franklin 
street, last winter, Mr. Dane drove 
his car Into the gutter to avoid a 
collision with another car. His car 
struck one of the large blocks of gran- 
ite which were laid years ago where 
street gutters were passed under 
crosswalks. It was contended by Mr. 
Baker that Mr. Dane should not have 
driven his car onto the side of the 
street. John A. Jones claimed his 
automobile was damaged when he 
was passing a city team on Washing- 
ton street and a passing train fright- 
ened the horses attached to the team, 
causing the whiffle-tree to come in 
contact with his car. The driver of 
the team stated that there was no 
passing train und that Mr. Jones was 
to blame by cutting in too sharply.

failing to function hut because of the 
excessively heavy rain which caused 
surface water to flow into the cellar.

The Claims and Rules 
Committee’s recommendation of the 
payment of $2418 for manhole covers 
to the Puritan Iron Works was ac 
cepted. These covers were furnished 
some time ago to the Street Depart- 
ment and in addition to waiting long j 
for a payment the Puritan Company 
agreed to take $250 off its hill. 

The appointments of Jumes A. 
Waters as a registrar of voters for 
three years. Dr. C. A. Boutelle as In- 
spector of Animals for one year, and 
Guy M. Winslow as a member of the 
Board of Trustees of the Newton Free 
Library, were confirmed. 

Bills contracted by the Water De- 
partment, some of which were of long 
standing, were authorized to be paid 
when tlie Board voted to appropriate 
69,714.41 for water obtained from the 
Metropolitan District system, and 
$15,126.04 for hills owed various per- 
sons for labor and material. For 
completing work on water mains on 
Lansing and Plymouth roads. $647.50 
was appropriated. An appropriation 
of $450 was made to settle a hill 
owed J. E. Mulcahy since 1926 for 
transporting Company C and its 
equipment to the rifle range of that 
outfit. 

Chairman Earle of the Public Works 
Committee asked for a suspension of 
tlie rules to authorize the extension of 
a sewer in Linwood avenue, Newton- 
ville. His request was granted. He 
also called tlie attention of the Board 
to the practice of petitions being pre- 
sented for tlie acceptance of streets 
when only a small percentage of tlie 
property owners on such streets sign 
tlie petitions instead of tlie required 
75 percent. 

Hearings was set for April 16th on 
Hie taking of parcels of land for new 
schools at Newtonville. One parcel 
is bounded by Bridges and Parkview 
avenues, Cabot street and Laundry 
Brook. Included In this area are sev- 
eral small houses, but it Is probable 
that these houses will not he taken. 
The other site is at Nevada street and 
Linwood avenue and it is proposed 
to take this for a school which must 
be built before many years to care for 
i lie rapid growth of this section. 

It was announced that the Finance 
Committee had not completed its ex- 
alting duties on the budget and action 
on this important matter was deferred 
until April 16. 

CITY HALL NOTES 

A conference was held at City Hall. 
Saturday morning between Mayor 
Childs and department heads relative 
to the inclusion of certain city em- 
ployees under the provisions of the 
Workmen’s Compensation Act. By an 
amendment to this act foremen, sub- 
foremen and inspectors may be desig- 
nated by cities and towns as entitled 
to tlu* benefits of Workmen’s Com- 
pensation. Newton is one of tlie first 
cities to give attention to tlie inclu- 
sion of these classes of employees. 

Street Commissioner Stuart, who 
has been ill the past two weeks, is 
improving.

Rev. A. I). Parker Of Methodist 
Church to Have New Post 


Rev. Albert D. Parker, pastor of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church of New- 
tonville lias been appointed ns pastor 
of the Union Methodist Episcopal 
church of Fall River. The appoint- 
ment was announced on Monday by 
Bishop William F. Anderson. 

Mr. Parker came to the Newtonville 
church in February, 1924. from the 
pastorate of the Fremont street 
M. E. church in Gloversville, New 
York. In December of the same year 
the new church edifice on Walnut 
street was dedicated with very im- 
pressive services. The completion of 
the new church marked the beginning 
of a program which lias attracted 
much attention during the past few 
years. A modern program of religious 
education has been established under 
Mr. Parker’s leadership. The various 
activities of the church have rapidly 
increased until the building is now be- 
ing used for one of the many activi- 
ties every day in the week. Various 
groups during the month of February 
of this year held a total of 92 different 
meetings with a total attendance of 
nearly 6. mm 

The adult activities Include the 
Women’s Association, the Claflin 
Men’s Club. Woman's Missionary So- 
ciety. teachers of church school in 
special training, home department of 
the Church school, Woman’s Bible 
Class and Men’s Bible Class, the last 
of which is led by Mr. Parker. The 
activities for the children and the 
young people in addition to the Sun- 
day school include a teacher training 
program for the young people, an 
athletic program, a social program, 
and organized classes with officers 
and commitee8. Among the commun- 
ity groups using the building regular- 
ly or occasionally are the Norumbega 
District School of Religious Education, 
the Girl Scouts, Inter-Church Girls’ 
Basketball league. Newtonville Wom- 
an’s Club. Newtonville Boy Scout 
Council. Newton Circuit Epworth 
league. Community Vacation Church 
School, which will open in July for its 
third year, practice periods for the 
Boys’ basketball team and many com- 
mittee meetings. The total yearly at- 
tendance of these groups is over 
40.000. 

Since Mr. Parker became pastor of 
the church more than 300 people have 
been received into membership of the 
church. 

Mr. Parker will assume his new du- 
ties next week at the Fall River Union 
Methodist church which dedicated a 
new church and parisli house last 
May which is one of tlie finest in New 
England. It was formed in 1916 by 
the union of the First M. E. and St. 
Paul’s M. E. Churches and since that 
time has been served by but two pas- 
tors — from 1917 to 1920 by the Rev. 
John E. Charlton and since 1921 by 
Rev. Robert A. Colpitts. In 1916 the 
city was visited the second time by a 
great fire which destroyed a large 
number of buildings on Main street 
upon which tlie First M. E. church 
was located. For some time previous 
tlie city had been contemplating wid- 
etng of this street and when the de- 
cision was reached to do it at that 
time it became apparent that many 
changes would be necessitated in tlie 
church building. It was while con- 
sidering this problem that tlie sugges- 
tion was made to unite the two Metho- 
dist societies. 

Mr. Parker leaves Newtonville with 
the best of wishes from his host of 
friends as lie enters his new and 
larger field.

GYM FLOORS & STANDS 

(Continued from Page 1) 

was thoroughly dry and the tar paper 
placed on top of the sub-floor pre- 
vented tlie moisture from the concrete 
working out and thus created a damp- 
ness of many months’ duration under 
the spruce sub-floor. 

Last year during a music festival 
on the grounds at the high school a 
section of the old portable stands 
which had been in use for some years 
collapsed while occupied by many per- 
sons. Fortunately no one was very 
seriously injured and comparatively 
few slightly injured. It was contend- 
ed by some that the real renson for 
tlie collapse was — because the stand 
was placed on new ground which gave 
under the supports. Buildings Com- 
missioner Chadwick examined the 
stand, found sortie structural defects 
in it, and condemned all the old port- 
able stands which had been In use. 
Tills left the high school athletic field 
with hut one small grandstand for the 
crowds which attend the football 
games there. To care for this situa- 
tion the Board of Aldermen appropri- 
ated $9000 to purchase or provide 
portable stands for the athletic field. 
It waH intended that they were 
to be so constructed that they could 
he taken apart with comparative ease 
and moved from the athletic field to 
the lawns about the school buildings 
or into the gymnasium for indoor 
meets or games. 

The physical training staff at the 
high school desired Wayne Steel 
Bleachers, all metal portable stands 
which can he rapidly dissembled and 
reassembled by ordinary laborers. 
But Buildings Commissioner Chad- 
wick did not enthuse over the ready- 
made steel stands. He preferred wood- 
en stands and stands of this type 
were erected. The new stands were 
six tiers high and three in number — 
a long stand on the east side of the 
athletic field and two small corner 
stands placed at either end of the 
permanent grandstand on the west 
side of the field. The total seating 
capacity of the new stands is 2058. 
The old portable, or “knock down” 
bleachers which they replaced seated 
3160, 2360 of this number being pro- 
vided for in the long stand which 
was located on the east side of the 
field. The old stands were 10 tiers 
high. 

The old portable bleachers would 
he easily taken down or set up. One 
day 60 of tlie hoys at the school set up 
enough of these bleachers in 90 min- 
utes to seat 1200. But the new bleach- 
ers were so constructed that they 
could not be "knocked down” easily 
either by accident or by intent. They 
were constructed and erected with 
tlie idea that there should he little 
danger of them collapsing. The frame- 
work of these bleachers is held to- 
gether by hundreds of long holts. The 
seats are fastened on with about 2100 
screws. These bleachers were erected 
in time for some of the football games 
and were so placed on posts driven 
into tlie ground that while they were 
well situated for the football games 
they encroached on the playing space 
necessary for baseball. They have in- 
terfered with the practice of tlie 
baseball players so far and it has 
been impossible to play regular games 
of baseball because of them. New- 
ton High has a game scheduled this 
week with Malden and the conclusion 
lias been reached that this game can- 
not be played at Newton but must he 
transferred to Malden because of the 
large “portable” stand ocupying some 
of the playing space. 

Monday night on the supplementary 
docket at the meeting of the Board 
of Aldermen was a request for an ap- 
propriation of $1200 to pay for the re- 
moval of tlie portable stands from 
the athletic field and the erection of 
them again when necessary. It was 
estimated by tlie Building Depart- 
ment that it will cost $360 to take 
these stands down. It will probably 
cost considerably more to -put them up 
again. As the communication asking 
for the $1200 did not come in until 
late, it was not acted on by the alder- 
men on Monday night. In order to 
have tlie stands out of tlie way and 
thus permit Newton High to have its 
regular baseball Held and to play its 
scheduled games. Mayor Childs auth- 
orized the Building Department to be- 
gin the work of removing the bleach- 
ers yesterday, and it is assumed that 
some means will he found to finance 
the expense from some fund of the 
city until the aldermen appropriate 
the asked for $1200, also assuming 
that they will do this. 

While these new hleucliers unques- 
tionably are strongly made, they can 
hardly be called "portable." They 
certainly are not sufficiently portable 
to be readily taken down und reas- 
sembled in different sites on the High 
School grounds. Nor are they hardly 
suitable to he set up in the gymna- 
sium. Moreover, the cost of dissemb- 
ling and reassembling these "port- 
able" bleachers Is something to he 
reckoned with. 

Recently the Aldermen at the re- 
quest of the School Department appro- 
priated $1500 for some five tier Wayne 
steel bleachers which were set up in 
tin* gymnasium. These bleachers seat 
3S0 and while considerably more ex- 
pensive than the wooden bleachers, 
wldcl! cost $5600, they are in fact, as 
well as in name "portable.’’ The orig- 
inal appropriation was $9, non of which 
ft he balance was returned. It is a 
question of finance — whether to con- 
tinue to depend oil tlie somewhat 
"portable" wooden bleachers which 
cost quite a penny to take down und 
set up again, and which are not suit 
able for the gyniuuHium. or to pur- 
chase some "honest to goodness" port- 
able bleachers which can lie quickly 
and inexpensively taken apart und 
put together.

Dr. Brown Speaks to 
Waban Young People 


Dr. Brown. lately a missionary in 
Turkey, was the speaker at the meet. 
Ing last Sunday of the Young People’s 
Forum of Waban. He told the story 
of Ko Har, a little Armenian, to Ulus 
trate his text which was "The Lord 
Hath Need of You.” 

Dr. Brown first met Ko Har when 
ho was entering a heathen village late 
one rainy day. He saw a little white 
patch by the road and inquired for his 
friend, who had gone there some 
weeks before to teach. His only an- 
swer was a big handful of mud which 
went shooting by his ear. There fol- 
lowed a lot of obscene oaths and the 
white patch developed Into an ugly 
little hunchbacked girl, who quickly 
ran away. 

Later Dr. Brown found out that this 
child was known In the village as the 
"child of Satan” and her home as 
"hell.” Her father was a drunkard 
and her mother a wicked woman. The 
village itself was called Shepeke, the 
"Village of Fools." 

Dr. Brown resolved to find this girl 
and tell her of Jesus and His God. 
After many days of teaching in the 
stables and huts of the people as he 
was going from one stable to another 
he saw the little hunchback coming 
down the alley. He grabbed her by 
the wrist and for a minute he was 
ut his wits’ end to protect himself 
from the teeth and finger-nails of the 
"child of Satan." 

When he had quieted her to come 
over under a tree and he would tell 
her the greatest love story the world 
has ever known. Being a girl she was 
at once interested, although still skep- 
tical. Dr. Brown told her then the 
story of Jesus Christ. 

After that Dr. Brown only saw her 
once in a while as she lay hidden in a 
stable listening to his talks with the 
men; hut when he was going away 
he saw her again at the outskirts of 
the village. The little humpbacked 
"child of Satan" called out. "May the 
God give you good journey. Father." 

Several months after that Ko Har i 
arrived at the girls’ school in a big , 
village where Dr. Brown was sta- 
tioned. She wanted to learn to read 
and write that she might go back and 
teach her people more. She had been 
thrown out of her home by her father 
and whipped out of town by the pagan 
priest and then walked all the way to 
the big village, begging on the way. 

Site graduated at the head of her 
class from the girls’ college fifteen 
years later. The "child of Satan" who 
had lived in “Hell” was now leading 
other young people to her Master. 

From there she went to the worst 
town In the district to teach and with- 
in three weeks she had collected a 
kindergarten of thirty-six children. In 
a few years a church was established 
by the natives and that city is now 
one of the foremost cities in the dis- 
trict. 

Little Ko Har, whose name may be 
translated "Diamond,” nicknamed the 
“child of Satan.” who had lived in 
"Hell" in the "village of Fools” had 
become one of the crown jewels of the 
King. “The Lord had need of her."

tricks that were nothing when 
achieved." Perhaps the criticism that 
is true for all persons of ideals and 
with a sense of responsibility and 
duty, is the other one most frequently 
made by his contemporaries, "that his 
theory of life errs to the side of a 
dangerous invitation to each man to 
follow his heart’s desire.” The pres-

It happens that I frequently stroll 
down town in the morning about the 
time the youngsters are headed for 
school. It is interesting to note how 
they greet the policemen assigned to 
make their path of knowledge free 
from automobiles. There is always 
a smile as they say "Good morning” 
to their blue-coated big brother. Of 
course they can’t he expected to be 
hrimming-over with gratitude for this 
protection. All of us are quite apt to 
lake such things as a matter of course. 
Still, the little folks know a good 
deal and they would miss the officers 
if they weren’t on hand. 

John McNeil and “Buster" Keating 
are the team of officers I am privileged 
to observe almost daily and I can’t 
help noticing their tender handling 
of the little folks on the way to the 
Underwood School. Part of the fun 
of going to school would he. at least 
if I were a kindergartener, the piloting 
by such good uatured friends as 
"Mack” and "Buster.” 

1 said something about the young- 
sters having no thought of apprecia- 
tion. That I wish to take back. One 
of them surprised Officer Keating the 
other day by presenting that official 
with a snapshot photograph of him- 
self. It was one of those tiny pic- 
tures. but it was a good one. No 
grown-up could have done a better 
job. 

The officer was quite unaware at 
the time, he tells me, that he was be- 
ing photographed. In fact he was 
"snapped” in action, right on a cross- 
ing and while giving a signal to the 
driver of a car. You couldn't ask for 
a better action picture nor a better 
likeness of "Buster" Keating. 

I don’t suppose anything could have 
pleased the officer more than the pic- 
ture. At least, I should have been 
tickled to pieces had I been in his 
place. 

1 don’t know whether the plan to 
charge admission to a political meet 
ing is going to prove all that is hoped 
by those who have arranged for the 
event.

That was pleasing to the candidates, 
who, although not especially pious, re- 
alized that they were not giving a 
show but wore appearing before the 
citizens as speakers worthy of respect. 

I do not recall having attended a 
political meeting at which admission 
was charged, although I have been 
at hundreds of them in the course of 

my work, i will sa> i hat I liave it an 

meetings at which admission was 
charged and which had been adver- 
tised as annual dinner or dub sup- 
pers, turned into political rallies hy in-

I think I show them more considera- 
tion than they do me for I often have 
to stand and make no kick, confident 
that it wouldn’t get me anything. 

Well, this is a story of a young 
woman driver who gave a bus driver 
in Newton as much trouble as any 
bus driver ever gave a pleasure <;<r 
operator without getting into a mix 
up. Here was a bus pulling out of 
Centre avenue into Centre street on 
its way to Waban. From the direc 
tion of the bridge came a touring 
car. The bus driver stopped. After 
the road was clear he started up and 
sought to swing right into Centre 
street. A young woman driver, also 
coming from the direction of the 
bridge shot in ahead. The inis driver 
jammed on the breaks and stopped 
He was half-way round the corner, 
hut lie didn’t want a smash-up.

Local Businessman 
Found Dead in Garage

LOWER RATES ON WEST VIRGINIA 
COAL 

We are informed by The White Oak 
Coal Company of Macdonald, West 
Virginia, that the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission has just handed 
down a decision effective June 5, 1928, 
which will greatly reduce t he house- 
hold and industrial fuel bill in New 
England. 

The Commerce Commission ruling 
will permit, beginning June 5, 192S, the 
all-rail shipment of West Virginia 
Low Volatile Run-of-mine coal and 
slack in addition to lump, egg and 
stove to all points in New England. 

Previous to this ruling only lump, 
egg and stove West Virginia Low 
Volatile Coal could be shipped all 
rail and only to points on t he New 
York. New Haven & Hartford rail- 
road and Boston & Maine railroad. 

All rail shipments of West Virginia 
Low Volatile Run-of-mine and slack 
were prohibited previous to this de- 
cision. 

This favorable decision is in direct 
response to the urgent request of the 
New England Governors’ Fuel Com- 
mittee of which committee Governor 
Fuller of Massachusetts was the 
originator. 

The Governors’ Fuel Committee was 
represented by Senator Edward W. 
Goss of Waterbary, Conn., the Bos- 
ton Chamber of Commerce by Mr. 
W. H. Day, in fact many trade asso- 
ciations in New England appeared be- 
fore the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission urging that West Virginia 
Low Volatile Run-of-mine and slack 
coal he permitted to be shipped into 
New England. 

Great credit is due the whole 
hearted and intelligent manner in 
which these representatives of New 
England industry handled this very 
important matter.

Bread of Guetersloh 

Boosted by Bismarck 

Guetersloh wus h town of some 
1,500 inhabitants some years ago. 
when one day during the maneuvers a 
young lieutenant took up Ids quarters 
there. This lieutenant cume from 
Pomerania, where they also make 
black bread of fine quality, but he 
liked the peculiar flavor of the West- 
phalia orticle. His name was Bis 
marck. 

In the year 1870 Bismarck was 
again traveling through Guetersloh. 
lids time ns chancellor. King William 
was with him, and when the train 
stopped the prime minister called out 
genially to the crowd that had come 
to meet them: 

"Is there anyone who can get us 
some pumpernickel with butter?” 

As a number of reporters were pres- 
ent when this query was made, the 
fortune of the Guetersloh black bread 
was made and It speedily became the 
fashion nil over Germany. The croze 
for Westphalian pumpernickel sprend 
far and wide, cunningly furthered by 
the bakers, who now baked for ex- 
port only small one-pound loaves, for 
the purpose of making it look ‘‘more 
like a delicatessen." ns they sny. 

The bakers of Guetersloh were 
worldly wise, for from the same 
kneading troughs there go Into the 
oven first the huge loaves (certain of 
these going to the farmhouses often 
weigh ha a hundredweight) and 
then, shaped of what was left. Hie 
tiny loaves that are wrapped In paper 
and exported to all parts of the world 
to he sold as n delicatessen. 


Carillon Playing at 

Its Best in Belgium 

Belgium is the classic land of hells. 
To the Belgians belongs the honor of 
having first felt and used bell tones 
as truly musical sounds, and, accord- 
ingly, they devised that coiossni mu- 
sical instrument and tower and belfry 
known as the carillon. The carillon 
is a set of from 15 to 50 or more bells 
cast in sizes that sound eacli its own 
scale tone. Tills battery of hells is 
played from a keyboard placed in a 
room helow tiie open or latticed bel- 
fry, by a curilloneur, as the French 
call him, Dr. Henry Eaiues, president 
of the Society of American Musicians 
writes, in Child Life Magazine. The 
keyboard is not unlike an electric 
switchboard, with its handles repine 
ing the keys on an ordinary piano 
keyboard, and another set of pedni 
keys, like Hint on a pipe organ, to be 
played upon by the player’s feet. This 
carillon keyboard stands today pracll 
eally the same as it did In the Six 
luenth century, when the most famous 
of all hell-casting and carillon-playing 
families — tlio Van den Glieyns of Bel 
glum — brought the art of helfry play 
ing to Its highest point. The Ant 
werp cathedral carillon has 05 hells. 
St. Rombold’s singing tower in Ma 
lines has 44. Bruges 41. Ghent .”.0 and 
Louvain 40

Again, 
such a temperature as 103 In the 
shade at Boston Is less tolerable than 
a like or even higher figure in the 
wide-open spaces where men are men, 
and mostly politicians, talking through 
ten-gallon hats. New York is In the 
latitude of Lisbon, Naples nnd Con- 
stantinople. It is far colder in the 
winter than any of these, and colder 
than any part of Great Brltnin, which 
Is In the Intitude of Labrador. That 
country Is not "warmed" by the Gulf 
strenm. which is indistinguishable in 
point of hent half way across the At- 
lantic. Three-fourths of the possible 
points of the compass account for rea* 
sonahly mild sen winds so for as Great 
Britain Is concerned. In winter In 
New York more than half of the pos- 
sible winter winds ‘mve come over 
thousands of miles of snow. — Barron's 
Financial Weekly.

The World war section in- 
cludes all pictures made by a signal 
corps, the army, the only British col- 
lection of World war pictures in this 
country and an Austrian section. Ne- 
gotiations were made with the Ger- 
man government for approximately l,- 
2<H) pictures.

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Plans For Development of Boy 

Scout Camp on Nobscot Mountain 

Quarter of Land Recently Acquired By Norumbega Council 
Is Gift of H. W. Orr 


The Hoy Scouts of Norumbega 
Council. Inc., which is the Newton 
organization of ScoutinR, are araonR 
the most fortunate of Hoy Scouts in 
the country. The Council has recent- 
ly acquired, through Rift and by pur- 
chase, an area of about 200 acres of 
land lylnR about Nobscot Mountain, 
in FraminRham and South Sudbury. 
It was made possible by the orlRinal 
Rift of Mr. Horace W. Orr, of Newton- 
vllle, who has Riven outriRht to the 
Council a plot of land of about 54 
acres. 

Mr. Orr became interested in boys’ 
work by his natural love for boys and 
by the inspiration Riven him by his 
wife, the late Ellen J. T. Orr, and it 
is in her memory that Mr. Orr has 
made possible this Rreat reservation 
for Newton Boy Scouts. The remain- 
inR acroaRo is beinR purchased by the 
Council, which is relying upon the 
public-spirited citizens of Newton who 
are RivinR local ScoutinR such stronR 
support. The land is to be called 
“Nobscot Reservation of the Newton 
Hoy Scouts, Ellen J. T. Orr Memorial” 
as a flttiiiR tribute. 

Increased Camp Program Made Land 
Necessary 

The Council owns about 32 acres of 
land in Dover, called The Ohio, which 
was acquired some years apo through 
the interest of Honorary Commission- 
er Irwin, John H. Eddy and others. 
Because of the great increase in the 
numbers of Scouts and the interest 
in week-end camping, it became neces- 
say this past year to get more land. 
The Camp Committee of Norumbega 
Council looked over land available in 
Dover, but the price was prohibitive 
on the adjacent land which was 
wanted. Other land in Dover which 
was very desirable was not available 
at all. The only acreage possible to 
purchase was an area of comparatively 
few acres which were insufficient for 
the Council’s needs. 

Mr. Orr and the Committee scoured 
the country round about and finally 
the land at Nobscot was found to be 
on the market. First an area of 54 
acres was signed up on option; then 
•in area adjoining of 37 acres; then a 
lot of 16 acres; and finally, through 
the interest and co-operation of Mr. 
John Eddy, a 57 acre piece, adjoin- 
ing the other lots on the north was 
secured from Judge Prescott Keyes 
of Concord at a purely nominal price. 
This brought the total acreage, with 
a plot of 17 acres which Judge Keyes 
“threw in,” to about 200.

swamp. There is hard-wood growth; 
a low and sedgy area of 11 acres 
which is going to be developed as a 
bird sanctuary; heavy and light pine 
growth; hill and dale; rocky and 
ledgy outlooks; everything that goes 
to make up a fine week-end camp site. 
Through the central piece runs a 
never-failing brook of pure ivater, 
which tests about the same as Nob- 
scot Spring Wuter. There are several 
springs on the land and these will be 
developed by the Sanitary Engineer 
of the Camp Committee, E. Sherman 
Chase, of Metcalf and Eddy, as water 
supplies. 

Mr. William C. Weasel, Associate 
National Camp Director of the Boy 
Scouts of America, who has visited 
and inspected camps all over the 
country says we have one of the fin- 
est camp sites in the entire country. 
Mr. Robert S. Hale, Chairman of the 
New England Camp Committee of the 
Boy Scouts likewise praises it highly. 
Civil and Sanitary engineers who have 
seen the land are unanimous in say- 
ing it will make an ideal lay-out for 
Scouting in the woods. 

Wild Life on the Reservation 

The area reserved for the bird sanc- 
tury will be developed under the di- 
rection of Mr. Charles Floyd, of the 
Auburndale Boy Scout Finance Com- 
mittee, who is Treasurer of the New 
England Federation of Bird Clubs. 
There are already many, many kinds 
of birds nesting and mating in the 
area, so that dogs are not allowed on 
the property at all now. Brown thrush 
have been started in bevies; par- 
tridges frequently startle one with 
their drumming as they take off into 
the air; the rush of pheasants is often 
heard as they take flight as man ap- 
proaches; all the more common birds 
are there. Even during the winter 
months the friendly chickadee fol- 
lows one as he walks along. 

Rabbits exist in profusion; but their 
number are checked by the red foxes 
which roam around. Frequently one 
finds the feathers of a hen which 
some fox has feasted upon there. Re 
cently a red fox was heard barking 
early one morning. The Ranger 
states he believes he has found traces 
of raccoon, which once flourished 
there. 

y*»re pheasants are to be secured 
and freed and loosed during the com- 
ing month. Quail are there now and 
efforts will be made to secure more. 
Every effort will bo made to make the 
whole area a great natural game pre- 
serve. Perhaps in 25 years, when the 
fount iy lias been built up more around 
Boston, that will be the only game and 
bird sanctuary for miles around, for 
no hunting, trapping, or fishing — for 
there are trout in the brook — will be 
allowed on the Reservation.

Where Will the New The Public Must Be Educated To 
P. 0. Be Located? 


Present Lease Expires Soon and 
Department Considering Bids 


The busiest week In the history of 
the Newton fire department was that 
which ended last Saturday night and 
It was caused by careless persons 
starting fires to burn rubbish or brush 
on windy days when unusually hot 
weather had made things outdoors dry 
as tinder. Furthermore, the persons 
starting the fires did so without per- 
mits and could be prosecuted, if 
known. 

On Sunday, April 1st, there were 
four still alarms, all for brush fires. 
On Monday, April 2nd. there was one 
bell alarm and nine still alarms. The 
alarm from Box 281 at 4.1 S p. m. was 
for a fire in the dump off North street, 
Newtonville. Three of the still alarms 
were for chimney fires. The other six 
still alarms were for brush fires. On 
Tuesday, April 3rd. an alarm came in 
early In the morning from Box 251 
for a fire in a house on Broadway, 
Newtonville. There were 16 still 
alarms on that* day, one being for a 
fire in a chimney and the other 15 
were for brush fires. 

On Wednesday, April 4th, there was 
an alarm from Box 663 for a fire In 
a vacant house at Waban and also 
11 still alarms. Of the latter seven 
were for brush fires. On Thursday, 
April 5th, there were 24 alarms. 
Seven of these were pulled in on 
boxes and the others were still alarms. 
Several of the alarms were occasioned 
by Newton fire apparatus going to 
Waltham, Needham and Wellesley, an- 
swering boundary boxes; one alarm 
from Box 241 was false: eighteen 
were for brush fires. 

The real hectic day for the New- 
ton firemen was last Friday, April 
6th. Thirty alarms on that date left 
the local firefighters in a rather tired 
state when they retired to their beds. 
The first alarm, a still, came in at 
S:50 a. m. for a brush fire on land off 
Parker street. Another still alarm 
came In for another brush fire at 9:35. 
At 10:55 a brush fire near 1259 Bea- 
con street caused a message for as- 
sistance from the firemen and from 
that hour until evening the fire ap - 1 
paratus was darting about the city i 
in all directions. So rapidly did the 
alarms from boxes and by telephone 
come in that the fire apparatus was 
kept speeding not only from fire sta- 
tions to fires, but from one fire to an- 
other. For houFs that day every piece 
of apparatus in the city was out of 
quarters and had serious fires started j 
in buildings a '•onflagration might ■ 
easily have re nutted. Two pieces of , 
fire apparatus from Watertown were 
kept busy responding to some of the 
alarms in this city and in return some 
of the Newton apparatus went to the; 
assistance of the fire departments in 
Waltham. Lexington and Needham. 

At 11:16 Engine 2 from West New- 
ton went to Lexington to help in 
checking the big forest fire which 
burned over the wooded territory in i 
that town and Winchester, remaining j 
there for several hours. At 12 noon a 
brush fire starting in the swamp be 
tween River and Pine streets. West 
Newton, travelled like a prairie fire 
over toward houses on River street 
consumed sheds and hen-houses and 
but for the hard work of the firemen 
would have burned the homes of A. 
L. Moriarty. Bernard Carmichael. 
Mary Costello and Robert Holihan. 
Two alarms front Box 321 brought all 
available apparatus to this fire in ad- 
dition to help from Waltham. A large 
orreentage of the brush fires on Fri- 
day were in the West Newton section j 
nil Saturday there were 13 alarms, i 
Two of these were in response to j 
calls from Needham and Watertown: | 
one was for a fire in the dump off i 
North street, Newtonville, the other 
ten were for brush fires. 

Apart from the considerable ex- 
pense involved by the wear and tear 
on fire apparatus in answering these 
scores of alarms to extinguish brush 
fires, the city during the whole week 
was on many* occasions absolutely 
without proper fire protection. There

Where will the Newton Postofflce 
be? The lease at the present location, 
where the office has been located for 
about 21 years Is expiring and the 
Postofflce Department recently asked 
for bids for a 10 year lease. Among 
the locations for which bids have been 
received In addition to the present 
location are three on Elmwood street, 
Centre street next to the Elks’ Build- 
building on the site of Eliot Block. 
Centre street next to the Elk's Build- 
ing. Centre avenue on the lot adjoin- 
ing the Colonial Filling Station, Wash- 
ington street at the corner of Thorn- 
ton and Bacon streets. 

No matter where the postofflce will 
be. there will be some dissatisfaction. 
For many years before it was moved 
to its present location, the office was 
at 408 Centre street, next to the New- 
ton Library. That location in those 
days had the decided advantage of 
being across the street from the rail- 
road station. All the mails were trans- 
ported by railroad and the proximity 
of the postofflce to the depot aided 
in the despatch and receival of mails. 
When the postofflce was removed from 
408 Centre street to the Nonantum 
Building where it is now. there were 
many criticisms and protests. The 
mails had to be carried to and from 
the Boston & Albany depot a much 
longer distance than before. Persons 
residing south of the B. & A. tracks 
naturally found it inconvenient to 
travel over the far side of Nonantum 
square and the Constantly increasing 
automobile traffic at this place offered 
a hazard to old persons and children 
who had to cross the street to get to 
the postofflce. Some of the people 
who were forced to travel from the 
south side commented. “Why did the 
postal officials not move the post- 
office to Watertown and be done with 
it?” 

To offset the objections, persons re- 
siding on the north side of the B. & 
A. tracks considered the move from 
4<*8 Centre street to the Nonantum 
Block location a very desirable 
change.

practice of persons starting outdoor 
fires without permission — prosecute 
the offenders. So serious has the 
menace from outdoor fires become in 
this State and so much damage has 
resulted that the State Fire Warden 
has ordered the Fire Wardens in all 
cities and towns in the Commonwealth 
not to issue any permits for outdoor 
fires during the remainder of April 
except on rainy days. Persons who do 
not co-operate with this effort to pre- 
vent further losses because of fires 
started without authorization are quite 
apt to find themselves in trouble.

ator in any mill. Spring is the time 
of further distraction when “the 
young man’s fancy lightly turns to 
thoughts of — golf” or love if you wish, 
or fishing trips or anything of that na- 
ture. 

Pedestrian statistics show that 
those most frequently killed by auto- 
mobiles are the little tots of five years. 
A child that age is just beginning to 
reason, he does not know intuitively 
the difference between right and 
wrong and he can’t decide for him- 
self when danger confronts him. He 
is just old enough to be sent alone on 
errands by mothers who don’t stop 
to think that he may have to cross 
several main streets. He can’t be 
expected to do what an intelligent 
person will, he is just as apt to run 
right out into the middle of the street 
as not. A chart showing the “accident 
age” shows a decrease in the number 
of accidents to pedestrians from 1G to 
35 years old but an increase in the 
number of accidents to occupants of 
machines. Included in this age are 
the joy-riders, the night club devotees, 
and the college youths. Pedestrians 
between these ages are more agile 
and can look out for themselves bet- 
ter. On the chart a sharp rise oc- 
curs in the number of deaths to pedes- 
trians from 65 years on. These people 
move slower and think slower. The 
children and the older people are the 
ones to be protected. 

Then there is the drunken driver — 
a bad actor, a menace, perhaps the 
worst and most heartless offender. 
When a man takes a drink, one or ten, 
and we know it, — it is time to do 
something when he gets into his car 
and starts to drive. For our own 
sake if not for anyone else’s. How 
de wo know but what at the next cor- 
ner it will be our own little child that 
he will hit? 

But what is a drunken driver? 
When is a man drunk? That question 
has been discussed and never settled 
by many. Four hundred years B. C. 
Pythagaras, a Greek philosopher, de- 
fined a drunken person as one who 
lies on the floor and stretches his 
arms and legs to keep from going 
any lower. Ben Johnson in verse de- 
fines him as one who prostrate lies 
and can neither rise nor drink. Ex- 
registrar Goodwin has said that it de 
pends upon the amount and kind of 
liquor imbibed. But the best defini- 
tion Is “if a man is drunk and knows 
that he is drunk then he is not drunk 
but if a man is drunk and knows not 
that he is drunk then he is drunk." 

The question was asked as to what 
was the speaker’s opinion of the atti- 
tude of the courts toward the drunken

driver. He replied that this was a 
matter which could easily be handled, 
it is already being satisfactorily dealt 
with by so-called "traffic-courts” in 
several cities. These cities have es- 
tablished these courts at which the 
judge is on the bench at 8 o’clock in 
the morning and is relieved by other 
judges in shifts until eleven o’clock at 
night. The courts may be held in 
different parts of the city but when- 
ever an arrest is made in connection 
with automobiles the offender is 
promptly haled before the justice. 
Under the present system in this 
State it may be two weeks or more 
before an offender is brought to trial 
and it is hard to get witnesses to re- 
member just what did happen. It is 
also a solution of the overparking 
problem and will not make criminals 
of many 3vho thus offend the law. 
This system of traffic courts was rec- 
ommended to the general court sev- 
eral years ago and is still under con- 
sideration. 

The question was asked as to what 
per cent of the work of the council 
was along educational lines. This is 
hard to answer exactly but the move- 
ment originally started as an indus- 
trial problem when the guarding of 
machinery was the important item. 
This Is now well in hand — the whole 
trend at present is towards education- 
al lines. 

Safety is an all-embracing subject. 
It was introduced to the schools but 
school committees held up their hands 
in despair as to how they were to 
find the time for still another subject 
along with Americanization, Thrift 
and so forth. But it was found that 
safety could be taught in arithmetic, 
in writing, and in reading as well as 
in every subject. 

The junior safety councils are do- 
ing great work. The members of 
these councils punish the offenders of 
certain rules such as riding their 
scooters in the streets, hanging onto 
the backs of wagons and other danger- 
ous practices. 

But speed is the cause of all acci- 
dents. Speed defined is driving too 
fast for conditions — it is not a matter 
ter of miles per hour. A safe speed 
limit can never be set. Under some 
conditions it is safe to drive at 25 
miles per hour while five minutes la- 
ter in the same spot 15 miles is dan- 
gerous. 

Divided into conditions it is found 
that 52% of all accidents occur in day- 
light, 62% occur on straight roads, 
83% occur in clear weather, 40% oc- 
cur on smooth pavement, and 72% 
occur on dry streets. 

Tlie obvious conclusions that can be 
drawn from these figures is that as 
much as 83 per cent of ail accidents 
in the United States occur under con- 
ditions which permit of “making 
time.” On the analysis sheets of the 
causes of accidents are listed 86 dif- 
ferent factors. Some of them are fail- 
ure to give right of way, skidding, and 
inattention. The former cause fur- 
nishes 60% of the accidents and hap- 
pens either because an operator is 
driving too fast for conditions and can- 
not stop or that he is discourteous and 
not considerate of the other driver. 
Skidding is caused by locked wheels 
due to sudden application of the 
brakes. Accidents result when auto- 
mobiles are driven too fast for con- 
ditions and an attempt to stop is made 
more quickly than is possible. Inat- 
tention is one of the large contribut- 
ing factors in causing serious acci- 
dents, something or other catches our 
eyes and it is precisely at that mo- 
ment that we may need to have all 
our attention focused upon the opera- 
tion of the car. There is no excuse 
for hitting another car in the rear — 
tlie car ahead stops we can’t — be- 
cause, again, we are driving too fast 
for conditions. 

The district in Boston bounded by 
Arlington St., Boylstou St., Massachu- 
setts Avo.. and Beacon street, is the 
scene of 33 1-3 per cent of all the ac- 
cidents in Boston. Why? Because, 
in tills section drivers get free from 
the heavier congestion in town and 
step on the gas. Here again they go 
too fast for conditions and tin* numer- 
ous cross-streets become danger 
points. 

Education in “SAFETY" means tlie 
saving of thousands of lives in this 
country yeurly. Let's protect our fel- 
low-men as well as ourselves.

Land Rife with History 

The land has an additional appeal in 
that It Is rife with history. It is part 
of the old roaming ground of the Nob- 
scot Indiuns. Squanto, the first Indian 
to greet the Pilgrims at Plymouth, so 
tradition says, had a farm just over 
the hill from the Boy Scout land. 
Nearby still remains the door-stone of 
the home of General .John Nixon, sec- 
ond in command under General Gates. 

In the How pines, there is the cel- 
lar hole of the old town "pest-house,” 
where victlmq of smallpox were 
isolated. Near the cellar hole there 
are nine graves of those who died of 
small pox, and this cemetery of those 
who died alone, far from home and 
family, is now surrounded by a rustic 
fence. One grave is marked by an 
old slate head-stone, which reads, 
"In Memory of Mr. Buckley How, Son 
of Mr. Buckley How of Hubbardstown, 
who died of the small pox November 
14th, 1792, in the 21st year of his 
age.” The other graves are marked 
simply by small piles of rocks. 

Just a short distance from these 
graves is a pond which is full in the 
winter and offers an ideal place for 
skating and winter carnivals in the 
winter program of camp. 

King Philip is buried only a few 
miles away. On the land, too it is 
said there is a mound under which 
many Indians lie buried, having died 
from some scourge or in battle. On 
the south-east side of the mountain 
are the graves of Indians. By the 
brook, it is said there is an old In- 
dian grist-stone, which has not yet 
been located. 

What a thrill of romance and ad- 
venture is there for the Scouts who 
lie, awaiting for sleep, as they listen 
to the whispering pines, telling tales 
of by-gone days! 

Plans for Development 

Shortly after the acquisition of the 
land, or options on all pieces, on the 
advice of the Camp Architect, Chester 
L. Churchill, Civil Engineer Arthur L. 
Shaw and Sanitary Engineer 10. Sher- 
man Chase, a firm was employed to 
mak* 1 an outline survey of tlie prop- 
erty and also a topographical map, 
in order that the plans for the whole 
might be laid out well and scientifical- 
ly, that there might be no regrets for 
action at present in the days to come. 
Tliis was done and the whole plot is 
to lie land-courted as a protection. 

The engineers — and all these men 
serve as volunteers because they be- 
lieve in Scouting — then laid out the 
entire reservation, making first plots 
to be kept as water-supply areas, in 
order to prevent any contamination 
of the drinking water which the Scouts 
will use. Then areas were reserved 
for the Council, which means for gen- 
eral use; such as the pioneering area, 
where bridges, signal towers and the 
like can be made; the Council area, 
where the Council cabin will be built 
and where tlie various gardens, such 
as Indian Herb, botanical, starvation 
hike and other gardens will he laid 
out; high look-outs for seeing the sur- 
rounding country; and so on. 

The balance of the land was marked 
off into Troop Cabin areas and num- 
bered. Recently jail Troops went to 
Nohscot and made their choices. 
Wllere there were conflicting choices, 
lots were drawn; the splendid Scout- 
ing spirit throughout the entire pro- 
ceeding was evident. Soon it is be- 
lieved that Troops will begin to erect 
their own cabins and the great pro- 
gram of week-end camping at Nohscot 
will be under way. Troops with 
cabins at The Ohio are urged to make 
that lot their preliminary and train- 
ing ground and to use Sudbury as ad- 
vanced camping, where properly pre- 
pared Scouts can camp under canvas, 
in lean-tos, or in Adirondack shelters, 
such as are used in the White Moun- 
tains. 

All Invited to Visit Nobscot 

All parents, Troop officers, subscrib- 
ers to and friends of Scouting are 
cordially invited to visit and inspect 
Nobscot whenever they can for there 
they will find a real Scout welcome. A 
Ranger, Mr. Daniel Ingraham, a for- 
mer U. S. Forester, is on the ground, 
developing the property and lie will 
gladly show anyone around.

One of the surprises of the week 
was the overriding by the House of 
Governor Fuller’s veto of the bill to 
provide that the State pay the entire 
salaries of the members of the Public 
Utilities Commission. At present part 
of these salaries is paid by the cor- 
porations supervised by the commis- 
sion. The House passed the bill not 
withstanding the Governor’s veto. 

Messers. Luitwieler and Saltonstall 
voted to override the Governor and 
Mr. Hollis to sustain him. Mr. Tliomp 
son was not recorded. 

Considerable debate occurred on the 
bill to permit the city of Springfield 
to spend $4,500,000 outside the debt 
limit. An emendment offered by Mr. 

Coakley of Chicopee to add a clause 
under which the city of Springfield 
would be liable for all loss, injury and 
damage to persons and property was 
rejected by rollcall. 92 to 77. Mr. Hoi 
lis voted for the Coakley amendment 
and Messrs. Luitwieler and Salton- 
stall against. Mr. Thompson was not 
recorded. 

Newton members of the House stood 
by the Governor on one of his vetoes 
last Monday and voted to override 
him on another. In the first message 
the Governor declined to approve a 
bill to permit members of the Metro- 
politan District Commission police to 
receive fees for serving subpoenas on 
their own time. On the question of 
passing the bill notwithstanding the 
veto of the Governor there were 103 
yeas and S3 nays. Although the ma- 
jority was against the Governor it was 
not sufficient as a two-thirds vote is 
necessary to pass a bill over a veto. 

The four Newton members of the 
House stood with the Governor. 

However, these four Newton mem 
hers swung the other way when the 
House took up the Governor’s veto of 
the bill to equalize the salaries of the 
clerks and assistant clerks of the 
municipal court of Boston. The veto 
was overriden. 170 to 13. Messrs. Luit- 
wieler. Hollis. Saltonstall and Thomp- 
son voted against the Governor. 

This latter bill is to become law 
notwithstanding the veto of the Gov- 
ernor inasmuch as the Senate also 
voted to override the Governor on this 
measure, 29 to 3. Senator Simoneau 
of Marlboro, who represents this dis- 
trict, voted against the Governor. 

Last Tuesday, Senator Simoneau 
voted with the majority when the 
upper branch voted, 23 to 10, to over- 
ride the Governor’s veto of the bill 
to permit the sale of fish, fruit and 
vegetables on Sunday when the Day of 
Atonement begins on Sunday. 

Mr. Saltonstall has been unusually 
busy as a member of the Rules Com- 
mittee defending reports of that com- 
mittee made on numerous hills and pe- 
titions filed with the hope that they 
would be admitted under a suspen- 
sion of the rules. Nearly all of these 
are reported adversely, the committee 
deeming it unwise to admit anything 
unless it be of unusual importance. 

It has fallen to Mr. Saltonstall's lot 
to oppose suspending the rules in num- 
erous cases and he has been unusual- 
ly successful.

ness district would afford advantages 
which will offset any advantages 
possessed by the present location. It 
is also argued that "the mails today 
are not brought to and from the New- 
ton post office by the Boston & Al- 
bany railroad but by automobile 
trucks. These trucks cannot be read- 
ily driven in and out of the alley be- 
hind the Nonnntuni Building at times 
because this narrow passage is fre- 
quently obstructed by other trucks." 
It is probable that the postofflee will 
ere long be in another location than 
the one where it has been for the past 
score of years. One thing Is sure — 
if the office remains where it is, some 
persons will think a mistake has been 
made, if the postofflee is removed to 
another location, other persons will 
be positive t lint the Postofflee Depart- 
ment erred in making the shift. It is 
impossible to satisfy everybody. 


WABAN BRANCH LIBRARY 
PROPOSED 

The report of the Joint Library com- 
mittee made up of four members of 
the Waban Woman’s Club and four 
members of the Waban Village Im- 
provement Society, was presented at 
the regular meeting of the Woman’s 
Club on Monday afternoon, April 9, 
and at a special meeting of the Im- 
provement Society held that same 
evening. 

This report described the adminis- 
tration of the Newton Library facili- 
ties throughout the city and especial- 
ly as they applied to Waban: pointed 
out the methods by which Library ser- 
vice might he improved in Waban and 
made recommendations as to the pro- 
cedure which should be adopted by 
the people of Waban, if they were to 
secure such service as would be sat- 
isfactory to them. 

The Waban Land Trust, organized 
in 1916, has purchased several lots in 
the triangle bounded by Beacon and 
Woodward Streets and Pine Ridge 
road. The total area owned is about 
45,633 sq. ft. This land is now offered 
to the people of Waban as a site for 
a Branch Library Building and will 
make an ideal situation for such a 
structure. 

Both afternoon and evening meet- 
ings agreed to the proposition that the 
people of Waban ought to undertake 
to provide a suitable and attractive 
Library Building in the comparative- 
ly near future and give it to the city 
under suitable agreement that it shall 
be maintained as a Branch Library. 

To this end It was voted that a per- 
manent Joint Library Committee 
should be appointed, four members of 
which should be from the Woman’s 
Club and four from the Improvement 
Society. This committee is to have 
"broad and complete power to proceed 
as and when they see fit to undertake 
the project and carry it through to 
completion." 

Mr. Charles A. Andrews has acted 
as chairman of this temporary com- 
mittee and Mrs. Wellington Rindge 
has been its secretary.

The Highland Glee Club of Newton. 
Inc., gave its forty-sixth concert at 
the Newton High School Auditorium 
last evening. 

Judging from the rendition of a 
most interesting progrnm. this splen- 
did male organization, which has just 
completed its twentieth season, is fast 
becoming one of the outstanding Glee 
Clubs in this section.

And other rows 
started when some "tough kid” would 
substitute a small iron ball for the 
bogy, with the idea of busting the 
"glassy” into fragments should be hit 
the mark. There was no supervised 
play in those days — but perhaps we 
got more thrills — and wallops. The 
old depot yard at Newton was a fav- 
orite place for the playing of this 
game.

MAY BE INDICTED 


A number of indictments returned 
Monday by the Middlesex Grand Jury 
against Waltham residents for viola- 
tions of the liquor laws have a direct 
bearing on the catastrophe at Lex- 
ington street.

ABOurrowN 

By Edw. H. Powers 

There are reformers — and reform- 
ers. A few who endeavor to reform 
the conduct of public affairs are sin- 
cere and posses requisite knowledge 
to attempt the task intelligently. 
Many would-be reformers while sin- 
cere, are either uninformed or misln 
formed, and their criticisms are too. 
often unwarranted, or the remedies 
they propose — impracticable. 

Then, there are, have been, and will 
he those artful souls who pose as re- 
formers. Not because their knowl- 
edge of public affairs is so consummate 
that they speak with authority, not 
because they are impelled with civic 
zeal, with patriotism, with altruism, 
but because they believe — and hope 
that the prominence they gain as "re- 
formers” will redound to their per- 
sonal benefit.

If a speeding automobile comes in 
contact with another car or with a 
pedestrian damage to property and 
perhaps loss of life will occur.

Driving 
around a blind corner to the left of 
the centre of Intersection at a speed 
of 30 miles an hour is taking an un- 
necessary risk. It is better to lose a 
second in arriving at a fire than to 
take a chance of losing a life.

General Federation 

American Forest Week one of the 
several special weeks observed by the 
General Federation of Women’s Clubs, 
lias been proclaimed by President 
Coolidge for April 22-28. 

’Forest Week is the time when we 
give special heed to our great heritage 
of forests and rivers and mines,” says 
Mrs. Francis E. Whitley, of Webster 
City, Iowa, chairman of the Division 
of Forestry and Natural Scenery for 
the General Federation. Asked how 
we may best conserve these resources 
the answer is the one oft repeated: 
chiefly by education and legislation. 

"Two bills have claimed our atten 
tion during this session of Congress: 
The McNary- Woodruff bill for the pro- 
tection of watersheds of navigable 
streams and the McNary McSweeney 
forest research bill. The General 
Federation has always consistently 
stood for such scientific research as 
this bill proposes. More Clubs are 
studying forestry and conservation to- 
day than ever before and during For 
est Week they will co-operate with 
schools, with patriotic and civic or- 
ganizations, not only in planting trees 
and memorial avenues but in fixing 
public attention on the value and im- 
portance of trees and the obligation of 
every citizen to protect them.” 

National Garden Week, April 15 22, 
is another national week which the 
General Federation observes. Miss 
Vida Newsom of Columbus, Indiana, 
chairman, is asking Clubs to form 
garden departments, consult and re- 
view garden books and magazines as 
Club programs, including the Poetry 
of Gardening: to schedule lectures on 
gardens, to give all possible assistance 
to schools, juvenile groups and civic 
groups by holding contests for flowers 
and vegetable gardens ,to distribute 
seeds and cuttings among young peo 
pie: and to send flowers to the sick 
and shut-ins and to arrange flower 
shows. Miss Newsom also asks 
Clubs to add a tree to the Mary Slier 
man forest which Clubwomen are 
planting, to honor the president of the 
General Federation. Mrs. John I). 
Sherman, a lover of the out-doors and 
a nationally known worker in con- 
servation projects. 

ON ELEPHANTS. An elephant, 
not a white elephant either, but an 
honest to goodness elephant, will be 
purchased by the Woman’s Club of 
Albuquerque. New Mexico, an active 
member of the General Federation of 
Women’s Clubs. The Shriners of that 
city recently purchased two camels 
ostensibly for the Rio Grande park 
zoo, but in reality to add color to their 
parades. Not to be outdone the 
Woman’s Club of which Mrs. George 
Valliant is president, decided to pur- 
chase an elephant and present it to 
the zoo. Gloom lias settled down on 
the Club women, many of whom are 
Democrats, for fear that their new 
treasure will be commandeered to add 
color to the G. O. P. parades. Now 
what would you do in a case like this? 

An elephant costs a good deal of 
money and how to secure the funds is

No doubt you arc well aware that 
next Thursday Is Patriots’ Day. Do 
you also know that It Is the legitimate 
successor of Fast Day, which was more 
desecrated than celebrated. Thirty- 
four years ago last month the Massa- 
chusetts Legislature passed a bill 
which abolished the practice of ap- 
pointing annually a day of "fasting 
and prayer” and established the 19th 
of April as an annual holiday to he 
known as Patriots' Day. 

On April 11th, 1894, the first proc- 
lamation of the new holiday was 
signed by Governor Frederic T. Oreen- 
halge. I managed to obtuin a copy 
of It, which is Interesting In the ex- 
treme and which I pasH along to the 
readers of this column that they may 
share with me the satisfaction I found 
in reading it. Hen* it is: 

By an act of the Legislature, duly 
approved, the nineteenth day of April 
has been made a legal holiday. 

This Is a day rich with historical 
and significant events which are prec- 
ious in the eyes of patriots. It may 
well he called Patriots’ Day. On tills 
day, in 1775, at Lexington and Con- 
cord, was begun the great war of the 
Revolution; on this day In 1783, just 
eight years afterwards, the cessation 
of war and the triumph of Independ- 
ence were formally proclaimed: and 
on tills day, in 1861, the first blood 
was shed In the war for the Union. 

“Thus the day Is grand with the 
memories of the mighty struggles 


"It is fitting, therefore, that the day 


‘Let this day he dedicated, then, to 


the founders and preservers of our 


Newton people will be interested in 
he announcement that a former New- 
ton resident will succeed Edward H. 
Forbush. State ornithologist, when the 
latter is compelled to relinquish his 
State duties April 24, at which time 
he will have reached his 70th birth- 
day. The law will not permit a man, 
unless he he a Grand Army veteran, 
to retain his State position after he 
is 70 years old. 

It is fortunate for Massachusetts 
that Mr. Forbush is to be succeeded 
by another eminent authority on bird 
life— Dr. John B. May of Cohasset. 
Dr. May may he referred to as a New- 
ton boy for he was a member of a 
well known Newton family. Their 
residence stood at the north corner 
of Centre and Jefferson streets. 

“Jack” May, as we used to call 
him, passed his boyhood in this city 
and attended the public schools. As 
an ornithologist he has attained an 
enviable reputation. If further proof 
were needed of his preeminence in the 
study of economic ornithology it may 
he found In the fact that Mr. For- 
bush chose him as an assistant. 

It is well known that the State 
bird book, so-called, published by the 
Massachusetts Department of Agricul- 
ture, has proved to be one of the 
greatest works on birds published in 
this country. Already there is a 
premium on the first edition and al- 
though the original price, fixed by the 
State, was $5 as high as $15 has been 
offered for a copy. The second edi- 
tion is also in wide demand. 

Dr. May is assisting Dr. Forbush 
in the preparation of the third vol- 
ume which is expected to complete a 
set of hooks that students of bird 
life will find invaluable. 

It happened that I had occasion to 
interview Dr. May recently and he 
recalled with evident pleasure many 
of his Newton friends. We chatted of 
the "old days” in the home town of 
which both seemed to have vivid and 
delightful recollection. 

In the matter of reminiscences they 
are certain to come with a rush when 
we stop to think that soon the old 
established Waltham trolley cars are 
to give way to busses. The line 
that runs from Newton through New- 
tonville and West Newton to Waltham 
was the first that Newton possessed. 
Thus, their removal is hound to re- 
call to those of us who were boys 
at that time something of the “days 
of real sport,” as one cartoonist has 
expressed it. 

It also brings up the fact that there 
was a flve-cent fare, which of course 
we may never expect to see again. 
An excursion to Waltham and return 
cost only ten cents and to us young- 
sters it was wortli it. There were 
small cars in those days but to travel 
on them was a treat. A greater treat 
was to be obtained by hooking a ride, 
which consisted of jumping on the 
rear end during the temporary ab- 
sence of the conductor who was either 
in conversation with the motorman or 
collecting fares. 

One of my friends spoke to me the 
other day and asked me if I remem- 
bered how we as "kids” had our fun 
on the old cars. He told me that once 
when he engaged In the hazardous oc 
cupation of stealing a short ride he 
came near ending his career. I can- 
not disclose his name hut I can say 
he occupies a dignified position today 
that makes hint a desirable citizen of 
Newton. Still he was not above 
pranks as a lad and when he hopped 
on the car on this particular occasion 
he did not exercise the same sound 
judgment which now characterizes his 
behavior. The conductor was nearer 
than lie thought ami iu attempting to 
avoid an encounter with that official 
my friend alighted — to use the high- 
brow form of speech — or attempted 
to do ho, by leaping ut right angles 
with the moving car. As was to be 
expected lie landed in a heap and 
although not seriously hurt was bad- 
ly massed-up. 

I am willing to admit that I did equal 
ly unwise things myself iu those days 
and just how i managed not to get a 
had tumble I cannot expluin. I used 
to like the open cars and chose the 
front scut It was some sight seeing 


trip up Wa«hlngton street and then 
across West Newton, past Nightcap 
corner to Waltham. I think I must 
take that ride once more, even In a 
closed car, before the trolleys are 
taken ofT Just for auld lang syne. 

You never can tell. Here’s some- 
thing no one over spoke of until it 
disappeared; an article of general use 
that was never known to have any 
value until removed. Isn’t that the 
way things go and doesn’t it prove 
the poet was right when he penned the 
immortal lines, "You never miss the 
water till the well runs dry,” or 
something like that. 

The weather vane that held itself 
aloof and aloft on the tower of Eliot 
block had many friends They are 
now rallying, not to mourn, but to see 
if a successor to this splendid and 
venerable contrivance cannot be ob- 
tained for the public welfare. In 
other words they miss the weather 
vane but are not inconsolable since 
they would be happy if another was 
placed somewhere in the vicinity of 
the Centre street bridge in Newton 
Corner. 

"You have no idea how I depended 
upon that Eliot block weather vane,” 
said a reader of this column. "Yes, 
sir, I never failed to consult it when 
I got up in the morning. I could see 
it very well from my window and 
being something of a weather sharp I 
always made up my mind what kind 
of weather to look for. 

"Now why can’t we have a weather 
vane on Coles block. That is the 
tallest building in the landscape as 
viewed from my home and if a vane 
was placed on the roof along the rail- 
road end of the block It would be 
perfectly satisfactory to me and a 
great many other people. Why don’t 
you suggest It your column?” 

Personally, I am glad to make the 
suggestion, although I never use 
weather vanes. That shows how un- 
selfish I am, but, of course, any self- 
praise 1 may offer Is quite beside the 
point. It is apparent that there are 
a good many people who know how to 
Interpret the winds and all they 
portend. These people are entitled 
to a weather vane. Maybe the busi- 
ness men in Coles block will take the 
tip and realize the advertising pos- 
sibilities of the idea. I sincerely hope 
they will as I would like to see my 
good friend who called the matter to 
my attention provided with what he 
needs. 

For my own part I should have to 
have a compass with which to gauge 
the weather vane and then if I did 
indulge myself in a weather forecast 
I should have so little confidence in 
myself that I’d have to look in the 
daily paper for that day to see 
whether I was right or wrong on my , 
meteorological prognostications. 

It is interesting hut not informing 
to read of straw ballots for choice of 
President. I have seen and counted 
straw ballots until I have lost all 
confidence In the saying that "straws 
tell which way the wind blows.” The 
reason is that the ancient phrase re- 
ferred to the wind that causes weather 
vanes to swing one way or another, 
whereas straw votes are blown by 
the wind of political oratory. Maybe 
that’s too severe, but I am willing to 
debate the point. 

There’s nothing like a straw vote 
to give comfort to a candidate and 
ills managers. At least that used to 
he the effect, but today you won’t 
find the really astute politicians pay 
ing much heed to them. I have seen 
a flock of newspaper reporters turned 
loose for several weeks on a helpless 
community for the purpose of taking 
a straw ballot. And I have known 
these reporters to have labored con- 
scientiously and continuously to ob- 
tain a fair and representative opinion 
of the people of all walks of life and 
also those who ride. 

I have also seen the results pub- 
lished in large headlines that gave the 
impression that there would hardly 
he any need of holding the regular 
election. And then I have further 
seen the actual vote on election day 
swing so far in the opposite direction 
that the only value of the straw vote 
was to tickle the funny-bone of the 
public. 

So, when you hear or read of straw 
votes, don’t make any rash wages 
based thereon. Take the money you 
are tempted to place on such a bet 
and give it to some worthy philan- 
thropy for then it will not have been 
donated to a lost cause. 


PLAYGROUND PLANS 

Members of the Newton Highlands 
Tennis Association and others Inter- 
ested In the Newton Highlands Play- 
ground, will he glad to know of the 
plans Mr. Hermann has laid for the 
coming season. 

He will put a new surface on the 
tennis court, getting material of the 
best possible type, and laying it under 
his personal supervision. Wire ropes 
will he put through the nets, so that 
they will always remain at the proper 
height In any weather, and will not 
need to be let down Lead tapes will 
he provided throughout. Mr. Hermann 
has drafted plans for carrying the 
Lack-stop completely across the west 
side of the courts, and 20 or 30 feet 
nearer together on the east Hide. He 
may not have money to do all this, 
hut he will definitely plan to extend 
the hack-stop along the »ast and west 
sides, so that halls will not go out of 
bounds on service.

Young Peoples Forum 
Hears Talk On Japan 


Mrs. Carey of Auburndnle proved a 
most interesting speaker on Japan at 
the meeting of the Young People’s 
Forum of Waban, hold last Sunday 
evening at the Union Church. "Learn- 
ing the native language is the first 
bridge to cross when one goes into 
another country to live," said Mrs. 
Carey, who lived many years in Japan 
las a missionary. 

When she first went there, food and 
supplies had to be brought from Am- 
erica Now, however, the Japanese 
storekeeper carries the same things 
I that ours do, what seemed very queer 
to Mrs. Carey at flrst was that the 
Japanese seemed very “back-handed.” 
They pull a plane towards them; they 
cut up, rather than down, with a saw 
and they hack a horse into the stall, 
which, of course, makes it much bet- 
ter for the horse, since he has a much 
better view. 

When Mrs. Carey flrst arrived at 
Japan, the Christian religion was pro- 
hibited by law. Edict Boards, were 
set up on which was printed the fol- 
lowing. “This evil sect known as Chris- 
tian is prohibited.” But soon the 
j Christian religion gained a foothold 
in the new territory. 

The usual way to start a church was 
to establish a Sunday school. The 
Japanese home is well suited for a 
Sunday school since the thin paper 
particles are easily removable to make 
, of the house one big room. The chil- 
dren are recruited from the yards of 
the Buddhist Temples which are 
: opened as playgrounds. 

These children are taught the sim- 
ple truths of Christ— “There is one 
God and He is Love; and He gave His 
onlv begotten Son to us to save its 
from our sins.” Then they are taught 
some of the hymns. They love to 
sing. 

When Christmas comes they get up 
: a real program, with perhaps, a sim- 
ple little pageant, to which the chil- 
dren are given permission to invite 
; their parents and friends. 

After the pageant one of the mis- 
j sionaries makes a little speech and 
tells the older people that if they will 
come the next Sunday evening they 
will learn more about this wonder- 
ful Christ. From this little beginning 
the group grows till finally a church 
is established. 

"One gets quite used to the earth- 
quakes,” said Mrs. Carey. Since the 
great quake of a few years ago, there 
| have been 22,500 quakes in Japan. 

; Last year there were 2,384 that could 
be felt and 1,482 more that were 
recorded by instruments, making a 
total of 4,262 quakes in a year. If 
there was a heavy quake we would 
get under the beds to protect our- 
selves from falling pieces of the ceil- 
I ing or roof, but otherwise we paid 
little attention.” 

During the business meeting three 
new members were admitted to the 
Forum. They are Gertrude Dryer, 
Alice Johnson and Ralph Vaughan. 

Next Sunday Mr. Le Roy of Auburn- 
dale, will speak on his experiences in 
I Africa and on the following Sunday 
Dr. Brown, who has been so popular 
at his previous lectures, will tell some 
more stories of his life in Turkey.

Contrary to published newspaper re- 
ports of last Sunday, the forest fire 
which raged on and around Nobscot 
Mountain, in Sudbury on last Satur- 
day. did no harm to the Nobscot Reser 
vat ion of the Newton Boy Scouts. A 
small area of about two acres, in an 
area set aside for water supply, was 
burned over, but, as the Ranger said, 
it improved rather than harmed it. 

The true story is this: 

Scout Master Sloane of Troop 1, 
luid about sixteen of his Scouts driv- 
ing them to Nobscot for a day hike. 
As he drove along Nobscot road in 
Sudbury, he saw smoke arising on the 
south side of the mountain. This was 
around ten o’clock. He hurried along 
and found the Ranger working at the 
entrance, but the fire was not visible 
to him. 

The Ranger immediately took the 
Scouts, with fire extinguishers and all 
other available equipment and started 
for the fire. Mr. Sloane drove along 
to the Nobscot Spring House, called 
the Framingham Fire Department, for 
the fire was in that town, and then 
notified the Council Headquarters and 
returned to the scene of action. In 
the meantime, Scouts of Troop 20, un- 
der Mr. A. L. ltisley of the Troop 
Committee, had arrived, adding about 
another dozen to the fire fighting 
squad. They immediately went into 
action. This group went to the south- 
west bound of the land and fought 
the fire as it came along and almost 
succeeded in getting it out, but the 
very high wind carried it out of their 
control. They held it long enough so 
that the State forces, with a gasoline 
pump and two lines of hose, drawing 
water from the brook, checked the 
fire there completely, saving it from 
crossing the Scout Reservation. Too 
great credit cannot he given those 
Scouts and officers of Troops 1 and 
20 who did such splendid and untir- 
ing work in checking the fire at the 
bounds of the Scout Reservation. 
Emergency Call from Council Office 

In the meantime an emergency call 
was sent for the Executive and Coun- 
cil officers by the Office Secretary, 
Mrs. R. C. Liscomb. The former offi- 
cers had gone with the Drum and 
Bugle Corps to see Simha, and he was 
reached by telephone. \Vord was then 
passed to every Scout Troop officer 
who could he reached to get his Troop 
to Nobscot to go into action. This 
was on a fair Saturday, when many 
Scouts were away camping and hik- 
ing and Troop Officers were doing a 
full day’s work in half a day. 

Despite this, by three o’clock, there 
were about 250 Scouts and officers 
on duty at Nobscot Reservation fight- 
ing fire or cleaning up after the fire 
had gone through, putting out ground 
fires, extinguishing fires in trees and 
helping in every way. Some of the 
older Scouts went into trees thirty 
feet high to knock off blazing bark 
or to put out a fire in the tree. 

Not A Scout or Officer Lost or In- 
jured 

Among the many Scouts, a lot of 
whom were without experience in this 
sort of thing, there was not a single 
injury, nor was a single Scout lost. 
This speaks well for the Officers, for 
every group was sent out on duty 
under an officer, as they reported at 
the entrance for service. 

Troop 1 came out of the fire about 
two o’clock, had their lunch and then 
relieved Scouts of Troop 7 under As- 
sistant Scout Master Richmond Eddy 
on the road patrol. Troop 20 came out 
about an hour later, a lot of weary 
boys who had had a thrill of the life- 
time. 

Troop 4, under Scout Master Lich- 
tenthaeler, came in with brooms and 
shovels and went into action. He with 
several of his older Scouts stayed on 
duty till late in the evening, to be 
on hand in case the fire broke out 
aguin. 

Deputy Commissioner (acting) F. J. 
Edmonds, reported for duty later in 
the afternoon, having delivered the 
Drum and Bugle Corps, of which he 
is Director, safely home. He with sev- 
eral older Scouts, was commandeered 
for duty by the State Wardens and 
helped save several cabins on the 
State road to which the fire reached. 
Assistant Scout Master George H. 
Crosbie reported for duty with many 
Scouts from Troop 5. Assistant 
Scout Master Chester N. Reed, of 
Troop 7, which had had a Treasure 
Hunt in Newton scheduled for that 
afternoon, came in with a' car full. 

Scout Master John M. Bierer of 
Troop 10, with his Assistants Roy 
Argersinger and A. B. Root, Jr., re- 
ported with Scouts of their Troop. 

Assistant Scout Master Francis Ful- 
ler of Troop 11 reported with Scouts 
for duty. 

Bos’n’s Mate Alden Speare of Ship 
13 reported for fire fighting duty with 
Seascouts from the Ship. 

Francis Pickershill, Associate Scout 
of Troop 18, acted as motorcycle or- 
derly for the executive and drove his 
machine over all kinds of roads and 
through the woods to see conditions 
and report back to Headquarters at 
the entrance that firefighters might 
be assigned where needed. Scout Cur- 
tis Church of Troop 7 acted us run- 
ner, for tin* same duty. 

Charles Center, Scout Master of 
Troop 19, was on the job with u dele- 
gation from that Troop. 

In addition there *vere futhers, 
mothers, Troop Committeemen — In 
fact it looked like a migration from 
Newton. Some of the Troops not men- 
tioned could not he reached or they 
would have hud Scouts and officers on 
hand, too. 

Special mention should he made of 
the line work by Mrs. R. C. Liscomb, 
one of the Office Secretaries, who, with 
her husbuud and some Scouts of Troop 
7, reported for duty among the early 
comers. She went Into action right 
in the fire zone and tin* Ranger and 
Scout Officers spoke very highly of her 
success in fighting fire.

(From the Atlantic City Gazette- 
Review) 


There art; as many different kinds 
of commercial pursuits as there are 
human desires. Always Is there to 
be found some one who will cater to 
the wishes and necessities of man 
kind, provided that the effort leaves a 
margin of profit necessary to life, lib- 
erty and tlie pursuit of happiness. We 
can understand how this margin ob- 
tains In most commercial pursuits, 
hut when it comes to apprehending 
how the newsdealer obtains a per- ■ 
manent checking account from the 
sale of periodicals and papers, we are 
at sea. Commodities which are 
vended, such as magazines, newspa- 
pers and books of frequent issue, when 
not sold on the day, or within a few 
days, are, in most cases, a dead loss. 

In all other lines of commercial 
deavor, articles not sold immediately 
may be vended later, on a gradually 
descending scale of value proportion 
ate to age and use.

scale from the buying option to zero. 
But the newsdealer has not this ad- 
vantage; if a newspaper or magazine 
is not sold before the next issue of 
the same, its value drops to the price 
of old paper. The newsdealer must 
stand or fall financially by the amount 
ordered.

The business has 
to be supported by side issues in 
commodities which do not depreciate 
in value as time runs on. Indeed as 
a matter of fact, the real business is 
the side issue, while the purveying 
of news articles is pure benevolence 
toward a public which does not real- 
ize it. It is an accommodation pure 
and simple which is very often more 
costly in time, money and labor, than 
can possibly be offset by any pecuni- 
ary results achieved. It is really 
altruism, in that a person is afforded 
for a few cents that which they could 
not afford to be without. Let us have 
a bit more consideration for the news 
dealers and show our appreciation, not 
in words which amount to little, but 
in purchasing at these stands other 
commodities which may be for .sale In 
company with the printed matter. For 
these side issues, these accompanying 
commercial articles carry the usual 
margin of business profit necessary 
to life, liberty and the pursuit of hap- 
piness. and so maintain these public 
benefactors — the newsdealers.

Will Employ Over loo Operators 
in Funner Cordage .Mill 


Final papers were passed on Friday 
transferring the well-known plant of 
the Silver Lake Company in Newton 
to Percy E. Ginn, doing business as 
the National Puckaging Machinery 
Company of Massachusetts. The sale 
was conducted by David H. Mason of 
the Factory Exchange, Boston. The 
assessed value of the property is $150,- 
000. Tlie purchase price is understood 
to have been somewhat in excess of 
that sum. The property is located on 
Watertown street, corner of Nevada 
street, and consists of a three-story 
and basement mill of exceptionally 
good construction, together with about 
six acres of land. It is one of the 
most attractive complete factory units 
in Eastern Massachusetts. About 
seven months ago the Silver Lake 
Company, manufacturers of braided 
cordage, removed to Chattahooche, 
Georgia, and the plant in Newton lias 
since been idle. Its reopening will 
give employment to 100 skilled male 
operatives. The packaging company 
were constrained to move on account 
of expanding business from the quar- 
ters they have leased for about a score 
of years in Jamaica Plain. Machinery 
is already being installed and the new 
plant will soon he running. 

The office of the company will also 
he located in the old Silver Lake plant 
and will employ about 10 persons. 
The company manufactures machinery 
for making paper boxes and cartons 
and machinery for weighing the com- 
modities which are packaged. 

With so many industries in New- 
ton having closed down in the lust 
few years, or running on part time, 
it is of distinct advantage to have a 
new and thriving industry purchase 
the Silver Lake plant with the inten- 
tion of placing it in operation hy .June 
1st.

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Aldermen Adopt Drastic Policy 

On Permitting Children To Act 

Will Refuse Permits for Night Entertainments Before 
School Days 


In the future the Newton Board of 
Aldermen will not grant permits for 
school children to participate In enter- 
tainments on nights before school 
days. To be explicit, the present 
Hoard of Aldermen will not grant such 
permits. Alderman Fred Woodcock, 
who is serving his first term as alder- 
man from Ward 2, is responsible for 
this action. Prior to moving to New- 
tonville Mr. Woodcock was a resident 
of Winthrop. and for 10 years served 
on the School Committee of that town. 
At the first meeting of the commit- 
tee on Franchises and Licenses this 
year a petition was received from a 
Newton Centre organization asking 
that children be allowed to participate 
in an entertainment held on a night 
before a school day. Mr. Woodcock 
declared himself very emphatically 
against this practice and announced 
that he would oppose any and all such 
petitions. He voted against the peti- 
tion in the committee, his being the 
only vote against it. When the mat- 
ter came before the full board for ac- 
tion he again was the sole opponent 
to it. 

At the meeting of the aldermen 
Monday night a petition was received 
from John Dunleavy asking for a per- 
mit to allow Daisy Bernier and Muriel 
Sullivan to take part in an entertain- 
ment at the Newton Opera House on 
Monday night. April 23. These two 
13-year-old girls are well-known enter- 
tainers and have participated in scores 
of shows in this city for the -past sev- 
eral years. As this petition was not 
presented until Monday it was not on 
the docket, and as the meeting was 
about to adjourn at 3:15 Tuesday 
morning Chairman Hawkins of the Li- 
cense Committee asked that action be 
taken on it. Alderman Woodcock 
commented that, while the members 
were tired and anxious to go home, he 
wanted to oppose the petition and give 
his reasons for doing so. He told of 
his experience on the Winthrop School 
Committee, which had convinced him 
that children who stay up late or a 
night taking part in an entertainment 
are unable to properly attend to their 
school work the next day, even if they 
come to school. He asserted that the 
only nights when the children should 
be allowed in shows are those which 
do not precede a school day and lie 
made a motion that “the aldermen go 
on record as refusing to grant permits 
for children to participate in enter- 
tainments on any nights other than 
these.” 

Alderman Gallagher, as a physician, 
concurred with Mr. Woodcock’s views 
and told of the many children whose 
hearts and nerves have been affected 
by their constant participation in eve- 
ning entertainments and the conse- 
quent loss of sleep. Alderman Fitts 
gave the opinion that, inasmuch as 
heretofore the aldermen have always

granted such petitions, it would be un- 
fair to refuse this one without having 
previously made their attitude on this 
question public. He moved that the 
petition he granted and that the alder- 
men announce their intention to re- 
fuse such petitions in the future. His 
motion was carried. So, unless. It re- 
verses its decision, which is improb- 
^,'e, this Board of Aldermen will grant 
...I more permits to allow school chil- 
dren to take part in entertainments 
other than on Friday or Saturday 
nights, or on nights which are not fol- 
lowed by a school day. 

That Alderman Woodcock was wait- 
ing for such a petition to he presented 
in order to justify his stand on this 
matter was evidenced by t lie fact that 
lie had in his possession several let- 
ters justifying his attitude. He read 
three of them. The first was from Mrs. 
Maynard Hutchinson, Chairman of the 
Newton School Committee. It said: 
“Dear Mr. Woodcock — I shall he very 
glad to get an expression of t lie School 
Committee’s opinion on the question 
you sent to me. I might say that one 
of the rules of the committee states 
that the school houses shall not be 
used evenings for entertainments that 
the children are expected to attend, 
when school is in session the follow- 
ing day — that is not the exact word- 
ing, but tile sense of the rule. I am glad 
that you took the stand that you did. 
We people who believe that children 
should not be allowed out on mid- 
week evenings are unfortunately in 
tlie minority, but perhaps our numbers 
will grow.” 

The second letter read by Mr. Wood- 
cock was from IT. G. Wheeler. Super- 
intendent of Newton’s schools. This 
letter said: 

“My Dear Mr. Woodcock — In reply 
to your letter of March 2nd. I would 
say that I personally believe that it 
would be very much better If permis- 
sion were not granted to school chil- 
dren to participate in evening enter- 
tainments on nights preceding a school 
day. While this is my personal opin- 
ion, I feel sure that t lie School Com- 
mittee must have bad a similar con- 
viction when adopting a rule against 
school entertainments on evenings 
preceding school days. The reply of 
tlie School Committee to you through 
Mr. Kellar, the secretary, calling at- 
tention to our rules, was a clear indi- 
cation of the attitude of the School 
Committee.” 

Tlie third letter read by Mr. Wood- 
cock was from Payson Smith. State 
Commissioner of Education, it said: 
“In reply to your letter of Feb. 29. I 
beg to say that, while I know nothing 
of the particular circumstances in- 
volved in the cnse you mention, I feel 
strongly that home, school and com- 
munity should co-operate in protect- 
ing tlie time of the school children. 

“Distractions are so numerous now 
that many parents have the greatest 
difficulty in preserving tlie evenings of 
their children for home associations 
and study. In some communities the 
schools and homes are co-operating to 
tlie extent of avoiding any arrange- 
ments that may make demands upon 
tlie evenings of children, except Friday 
and Saturday evenings. Such an ar- 
rangement seems to me to be sound 
and altogether in the interests of the 
children.”

Opposition developed Monday night 
at the aldermanic meeting to the peti- 
tion of tlie Newtonville Motor Mart 
for a permit to operate an automobile 
repair shop at 10 Walnut terrace, Now- 
tonvlile, in tlie premises formerly 
known as tlie Central Garage. Wil- 
liam F. Kimball of the Colonna Apart- 
ment at 230 Walnut street objected to 
the granting of tlie permit because of 
the noise which lie claimed would re- 
sult. lie stated tliat all the occupants 
of tliat building are against tlie permit 
being given. A representative of Mrs. 
Helen Bassett of 105 Central avenue 
also entertained a protest and a letter 
from Joseph Crowell, owner of the 
Colonna Apartments was read in op- 
position to tlie permit being granted.

Mr. Gallagher inquired as to 
the distinction and was informed that 
heavier repair work is performed in 
motor vehicle repair shop. He in- 
formed Mr. Baker that in the Newton- 
ville Motor mart light repair work will 
be done. 

No opposition developed on the peti- 
tion of Ladd & Thomas for a permit to 
increase the storage capacity of gaso- 
line at 383 Boylstou street by 1000 gal- 
lons, or to that of Farina Bros, for a 
permit to keep 500 gallons of gasoline 
at 121 California street for private 
use.

Churchmen’s Union 
Hear About Crime 

District Attorney Buslinell Makes 
Interesting Address 


The Newton Churchmen’s Union 
held a most Interesting meeting Mon- 
day evening In the parish house of 
Grace Church. Arthur W. Blakemore 
presided and the guest and speaker 
was District Attorney Robert T. Bush- 
noil. Mr. Bushnell’s talk was pre- 
ceded by au excellent dinner served 
by Marshall. 

Mr. Buslinell first stressed the lack 
of knowledge of the average citizen 
of the administration of criminal law, 
and termed a national disgrace. In 
many cases the average person does 
not come in direct contact with the 
criminal or the criminal classes and 
lias adopted the attitude of “Let 
George do it.” He fails to realize 
tliat the tremendous cost of crime hits 
Ills pocket book through tlie taxes 
levied to meet this situation. It lias 
been estimated. Mr. Buslinell said, 
tliat the cost of police, the first line 
of defence, the courts tlie second line 
of defence and the jails, the third line 
of defence, costs annually, twelve 
times the cost of maintaining the army 
and navy of the country, or in other 
words, the cost is three times the en 
tire income of the federal govern- 
ment. And this enormous sum is 
merely the cost of defensive work 
against the criminal classes, of which 
it is estimated there are 400.000 pro- 
fessionals in the country. Mr. Busli- 
nell urged business men to accept serv- 
ice on tlie jury when they are called 
and stated that in the last few years 
there had been a notable increase in 
tlie character of Middlesex County 
juries and a consequent lessening of 
(lime in the district. Mr. Buslinell 
illustrated his talk with many inci- 
dents which had taken place in Mid- 
dlesex County and showed how loop 
holes in the archaic system of law 
were taken advantage of hv persons 
accused of crime. 

He also related his attempts to ob- 
tain changes in legislation and how lit- 
tle attention was paid to improving 
the statutes by members of the leg- 
islature. He paid high tribute to the 
Supreme court, saying it was 100 
years ahead of similar bodies of other 
States and yet, was restricted In many 
instances by the, wording of the 
statute under consideration 

In closing lie again urged tlie im 
portance of jury service by business 
men.

Chairman Raker of the Claims and 
Rules Committee presented a resolu- 
tion asking tlie Mayor and City Solici- 
tor to petition tlie Legislature to au- 
thorize the City of Newton to pay the 
widow of the late Leonard Jackson 
compensation under the provisions of 
the amendment to the Workmen’s 
Compensation Law which includes 
foremen, sub-foremen and inspectors 
as beneficiaries under the law. Mr. 
Jackson, an inspector in tin* Health 
Department, was killed in the explo- 
sion at the Gorgone building in West 
Newton, on January 30. 

On the matter of tlie taking of land 
by the city for school purposes at 
Nevada street and Lin wood avenue. 
Newtonville, Elisha P. Avery of 324 
Crafts street, speaking for the Avery 
estate which owns the land, favored 
the taking of a larger area than the 
city comtemplates. He was told that

he will have an opportunity to confer 
with the aldermanic committee which 
will consider this matter. 

Several persons were present in the 
hall to oppose, or inquire regarding 
tlie taking of land bounded by Park 
View and Bridges avenues for a new 
school. President Weeks of tlie Board 
had announced this hearing in con- 
junction with tlie hearing on Nevada 
s:reef land and those interested in the 
Park View avenue property were un- 
aware that tiiis matter was announced 
and did not voice their views. Other 
matters on the docket were taken up 
and finally the residents of tlie Park 
View avenue neighborhood went home 
without being heard. They will re- 
ceive an opportunity to appear before 
the committee dealing with this mat- 
ter. 


Tlie Newton Board of Aldermen as- 
sembled at City Hall at 5 p m. Mon- 
day and departed from the building 
at 3:30 Tuesday morning, a tired 
group of men. after having, in addi- 
tion to the routine of a regular meet- 
ing deliberated over the annual budget, 
which, when passed, called for the ap- 
propriation of more than $4,000,000. 
A large part of the time was occupied 
by the arguments of Alderman Heath- 
cote. who opposed many of the recom- 
mendations of the Finance Comimttee. 

The meeting of the Board was sched- 
uled to start at 5 Monday afternoon, 
but a long conference between the 
Public Works and Finance Committee 
delayed matters, so that it was 5:45 
when President Weeks started regular 
proceedings. Chairman Collins of the 
Finance Committee, in his preliminary 
remarks before the consideration of 
the budget items started, referred to 
the considerable expense which will 
he involved by the building this year 
of the new Fire Alarm Headquarters 
and the installation of equipment in 
connection therewith, and the acquir- 
ing of land for a new fire station at 
Newton Corner. He told of the over- 
crowding of the Horace Mann. Day 
and Stearns Schools and the need of 
relief for those districts. Dwelling 
on the tax rate. Mr. Collins said that 
while Newton’s tax rate is lower than 
the rates of most cities in the Com- 
monwealth. properties here are as- 
sessed higher than in some places 
such as Natick, which have an ex- 
tremely high rate. He estimated that. 
In general, real estate in this city is 
assessed at from <56 to 75 percent of 
its present market values, but that the 
valuations, based on normal condi- 
tions. is fair. He is of the opinion 
that the Newton tax rate is high 
enough, and although imperative 
needs of the city may necessitate a 
slight increase, the Finance Commit- 
tee had endeavored to make the de- 
mands on this year’s revenue only 
about What is urgently required. 

Alderman Heathcote. whose desk 
was covered with a pile of documents 
and newspapers, took the floor and 
stated that lie has been 10 years a 
member of the aldermen and nine a 
member of the Finance Committee. 
He suggested that the aldermen adopt 
the motto. "True Economy Is Wise 
Spending." He stated: “You can al- 
ways raise salaries, hilt you can never 
pull them down. A11 increase of $300 
to a department head will necessitate 
as a result other increases to the rank 
and tile of that department calling for 
thousands of dollars each year. In a 
private corporation there would be a 
survey made." He asserted that he 
. has been reliably informed that the 
I contractor who collects the garbage 
f $2 

000 a year — an amount that would 
more than pay for the installation of 
the "two platoon" system in the Fire 
Department. He criticised the prac- 
tice of having work on public projects 
in this city done by private contract- 
ors from outside Newton, men who do 
not perform the jobs properly, and 
then the city has to go to the expense 
of finishing the work. He advocated 
this work being done by the city. He 
condemned the building of the $100.- 
000 Street Department building at 
Newton Highlands, which he charac- 
terized as "a barn for four horses " 


Chairman Collins of the Finance 
I Committee then announced that the 
: usual custom would lie followed, ap- 
1 propriations recommended for each 
department would be perused and any 
member objecting to any item should 
so state. 

In the Executive Department budget 
the cut of $100 made by the Finance 
Committee on the proposed increase 
of $15o to the salary of the Mayor’s 
secretary was restored, on the motion 
of Alderman Fitts. Alderman Collins 
explained that a cut of $4'>0 in the 
item for clerical assistance in the 
Comptroller's Office did not mean that 
the salaries of the clerks there will 
be reduced, but that no extra tempo- 
rary clerks will be employed there 
this year, if possible, and if the regu- 
lar clerks succeed in doing the work 
alone they will be given small increas- 
es amounting to about $50 each. Al- 
derman Heathcote asked Is this pol- 
] icy to b* pursued in the other offices 
at City Hall?' He was given a nega- 
tive answer. 

The first salary increase item for 
a department head to be reached on 
the budget was one calling for a $50 
jump in the salary of the chairman of 
the Board of Assessors. He now re- 
ceives $3950. Alderman Powers an- 
nounced that it was his intention to 
oppose all increases in salaries for de- 
partment heads now getting over 
$300o. He said: “I believe all these 
officials are competent and eventually 
should receive higher salaries, but be- 
cause of the great amount of unem- 
ployment which has prevailed the 
past year, and which is prevailing, 
any money which the city can spare 
should be used on more public im- 
provements to afford employment to 
laborers during the coming year and 
thus lessen the probability of more 
idleness for these men." The Ward 1 
alderman read excerpts from a report 
of the Newton Chamber of Commerce, 
made several weeks ago. which told 
of over 1000 men being out of work 
in Newton, of large increases in the 
number of appeals for aid both to the 
Charity Department of the city and 
, the Newton Welfare Bureau, and of 
the evidences of lack of proper food, 
'as shown in the physical condition of 
many of the school children in this 
(city. He said: "The amount of $50 
recommended as an increase for the 
Chairmau of the Assessors is not a 
real increase — it Is just a polite ges- 
ture Mr. Baily s position is one of 
the most important in City Hall. His 
salary has not been increased propor- 
tionately in the past seven years as 
compared with the salaries of other 
department heads. He should receive 
a real increase uext year." 

Explaining that he did not desire 
to make this same objection each time 
an item calling for an increase to a 
department head’s salary would be 
reached, the Ward 1 alderman moved 
that no increases be granted to officials 
receiving over $3000. The motion was 
seconded by Alderman Noone. It was 
defeated, only Aldermen Noone and 
Powers voting for it. Mr. Baity will 
receive the "generous” increase of $5" 
His two associate assessors will also 
obtain small increases in salaries- 
$100 each.

The team is captained by Jimmy 
McCrudden, who is In tine shape for 
the half-mile run in the coming dual 
meets. He was well on his way to 
a successful season indoors in the 
1000-yard event when he accidentally 
cut his leg while chopping wood and 
failed to make a comeback in the in- 
terscholastic meets that ended the 
season. The Injury has healed in 
good shape and McCrudden Is plan- 
ning to show his heels to Walter 
Langley, the Lowell star.

fenbach, the present minister, will 
preach the anniversary sermon, and 
appropriate music will be given. The 
celebration is being planned by Charles 
I’. Powers, former chairman of the 
executive committee. 

The church society was organized 
on April 21, 1878, by 51 members, of 
whom Miss Edith Gammons and Mrs. 
Ellen Ferguson are still actively in- 
terested In the affairs of the church. 
Dr. Rufus I\ Stebbins, the first minis- 
ter, died in 1885, and the local branch 
of the Women’s Alliance has been 
named after him. 

During the 50 years 10 clergymen 
have followed Dr. Stebbins in the min- 
istry of the church, up through Dr. 
Dieffenbaeh, who accepted the post 
early this year. The first building 
contained only 20 pews, with a Sun- 
day school room in the basement. 
This was rebuilt in 1891, and a parish 
house was added on Cypress street. 
In 1921 and 1922 a total of $85,000 
was spent in the reconstruction of the 
church, and the new building was for- 
mally dedicated on March 25, 1923. 

The society at present has 241 mem- 
bers, with 82 in the Sunday school. 
In addition to the branch of the Wom- 
en’s Alliance, the local chapter of the 
Laymen’s League, the Hale Union and 
the Matheson Club are active. The 
trustees of the church include J. C. S. 
Taber, Addison C. Burnham and Harry 
P. Bradford. The executive committee 
is headed by Frank L. Richardson and 
includes also Miss Mabel Melcher, 
Fred D. Bond, Janies Kingman, John 
Marshall. Prof. Henry G. Pearson, 
John E. Peakes, treasurer; Mrs. 
George H. Crosbie, Charles F. Kitten- 
house and Linnell Studley, clerk.

criticised the failure to have city re- 
ports printed in recent years. Aider- 
man Collins answered that each de- 
partment is supposed to print its own 
report. Alderman Noone inquired re- 
garding the salary paid to Mr. Young, 
employed temporarily as an assistant 
to City Clerk Grant. He was Informed 
that Mr. Young receives $36 weekly 
while employed, in addition to $850 
yearly as a member of the Board of 
Registrars of Voters. 

At 6:55 the Board adjourned '•) go 
to dinner and it reassembled at 8:15. 
When the aldermen returned to the 
chamber the big room was well filled 
with spectators, and the gallery was 
also crowded. A large percentage of 
those present were employees from 
different city departments. The regu- 
lar routine business before the meet- 
ing was first disposed of and the al- 
dermen then resumed the considera- 
tion of the budget. 

The first department to be discussed 
was the Public Buildings. Chairman 
Fitts of the Public Buildings Commit- 
tee stated that the buildings are in a 
safe condition, the lighting and plumb- 
ing in the schools has been modern 
ized and that the matter of providing 
increased school accommodations is 
getting proper attention. He referred 
to the great growth of Newton and 
commented that the thousands of new 
buildings erected here in recent years 
have been put up under strict super- 
vision of the Buildings Department 
and the Zoning Ordinance is being 
carefully enforced. 

Alderman Powers called attention 
to a cut of $15,000 by the Mayor and 
Finance Committee from the recom- 
mendation of tlie Buildings Commis- 
sioner on the item "Maintenance and 
alterations in school buildings." He 
asked if the amount allowed will as- 
sure all necessary repairs being made 
in the schools. He was given an af- 
firmative answer. 

Alderman Heathcote then took the 
floor and started a bitter attack on 
Buildings Commissioner Chadwick. 
He called attention to the increases 
in salary given to this official, rais- 
ing it from $2750 in 1923 to $4500 last 
year, with another increase of $100 
recommended, lie called attention to 
defects in the construction of the new 
city “barn” at Newton Highlands, the 
new Levi Warren School and the new 
high school at Newtonville. Among 
tin* defects mentioned by the Ward 4 
alderman at the latter building were— 
tlie roof, lockers, plumbing and ventil- 
ation and tlie floor of the big gym- 
nasium. Ho stated that the lockers 
for the pupils’ clothing instead of be- 
ing the size asked for by the school 
authorities are so small that “they 
will not hold the underwear of a 
modern young lady.” He exhibited 
samples of the rotted flooring of the 
gymnasium and asserted it will cost 
$12,000 to replace this floor. He con 
tended that a $40,000 ventilating plant 
at the school is a failure, that the 
portable stands for the athletic field 
and other uses at the hcIiooI are not 
of the type desired by the school offl 
dais and have proven unsatisfactory. 
He argued that tlie cost of repairs on 
school buildings is unnecessarily high

and urged that the School Depart- 
ment be allowed to supervise the re- 
pairs. He stated that he had been 
told that Mr. Chadwick has threatened 
to resign unless he will get an in 
crease In salary and he also said that 
he had been Informed that "Mr. Chad- 
wick insisted on his favorite con- 
tractor being given the contract of 
building the high school or he would 
resign." 

Chairman Fitts of the Public Build- 
ings Committee replied to Mr. Heath- 
cote and defended Mr. Chadwick. Mr. 
Fitts asserted that the Buildings Com- 
missioner Is performing his work In a 
very capable manner, that he could, 
if given the opportunity answer satis- 
factorily all the criticisms of the 
Ward 4 alderman and that there has 
been no request from the school de- 
partment for control of the repair 
work on school buildings, as alleged 
hy Mr. Heathcote. Mr. Fitts con- 
demned Mr. Heathcote for impeaching 
the architects of the buildings where 
the defects have developed when these 
gentlemen have the highest standing 
in their profession. The Ward 7 al- 
derman asserted that the condition of 
the floor at the high school gymnasium 
is no reflection on Mr. Chadwick Ex- 
perts have been consulted to ascer- 
tain what has caused the rotting of 
the sub-floor there and the conse- 
quent buckling of the flooring above. 
To date the cause has not been de- 
termined. Mr. Fitts contended that 
the department heads are efficient 
and deserve the increases recom- 
mended. 

Alderman Earle argued that the 
$60,000 recommended for repairs and 
alterations in schools by Mayor Childs 
be granted, rather than the $55,000 
recommended by the Finance Com- 
mittee. He stated that he has viewed 
the floor at the gymnasium and sev 
eral thousands of dollars will be 
needed to repair it instead of the 
$1500 as estimated by Mr. Fitts. Al- 
derman Collins disagreed with Mr. 
Earle because it is not known what 
is the trouble with the floor and so 
the cost of fixing It cannot be de- 
ter.nined — so why appropriate $5000? 

Police Department 

The Finance Committee had recom- 
mended four additional patrolmen for 
the police department instead of the 
10 asked for by Chief Burke. Alder- 
man Noone inquired as to the plao 
lug of these extra men. stating that 
there are some parts of the city not 
being properly policed. Alderman 
Heathcote stated that if he could be 
shown that the four men are needed 
he would vote for them, but there 
seems to be much inefficiency in this 
department despite the fact it has 
been largely increased in personnel 
the past few years. He condemned 
the new practice of making night 
patrolmen do traffic work near schools 
and asserted that if Chief Burke's 
salary is increased the salaries of 
the other officers and men of the de- 
partment must be increased. Accord- 
ing to the Ward 4 alderman, crime is 
on the increase in Newton. 

President Weeks took the floor in 
defence of Chief Burke and stated 
that this is the first year Alderman 
Heathcote has not been an ardent sup- 
porter of the Chief. He has endeav- 
ored to learn why the Ward 4 mem- 
ber has so changed his attitude? He 
condemned any member of the aider- 
man for criticising a department head 
when the latter has no opportunity to 
defend himself against unjust criti- 
cism. The Board voted to authorize 
the four additional patrolmen and to 
give Chief Burke a $300 increase in 
salary. 

Fire Department 

One of the bitterest fights oil the 
budget developed over the matter of 
giving the firemen the "two platoon” 
system. Mayor Childs had again rec 
ommended and the Finance Commit- 
tee had again refused it. Alderman 
Collins, while admitting that this 
change is desirable, the men now re- 
ceive one day off in three and the 
“two platoon" concession should be 
deferred until later because of the 
pressing need for a new fire alarm 
signal system which will lower insur- 
ance rates in Newton. Aldermen 
Noone and Grebenstein argued for the 
granting of the “two platoon" and the 
latter moved the appropriation of the 
amount recommended by Mayor 
Childs for its establishment. Aider- 
man Baker spoke against the motion, 
calling attention to the low tire loss 
in Newton as evidence of tlie effi- 
ciency of the local department under 
the present system of working condi- 
tions for the men. Alderman Gal- 
lagher. while favoring the "two pla- 
toon” argued for its postponement 
until another time because of the 
need for a new fire house at Newton 
Corner. 

Alderman Heathcote. reading from 
the GRAPHIC of October 9. 1926. 

quoted Chief Raudlett ns saying that 
"10 additional men would allow the 
establishment of the ‘two platoon’ in 
Newton." Alderman Baker called at- 
tention to a statement made by a com- 
mittee representing the firemen them- 
selves. which specified 27 additional

men as necessary for the starting of 
the "two platoon." Alderman Heath- 
cote moved the appropriation of 
$8500 additional on the Fire Depart- 
ment budget to provide for 10 addi- 
tional men. This motion was de- 
feated on a rising vote. 14 to 6. Those 
voting for it were: Earle. Greben- 
stein. Heathcote, Noone. Powers and 
Prior. 

Teachers' Salary Increases 

The matter of granting the grade 
teachers in the Newton schools an 
increase of $100 in their salaries to 
bring the maximum from $1900 to 
2000 was debated at length by a num- 
ber of the aldermen. Alderman Col- 
lins called attention to the fact that 
the cost per pupil in Newton's schools 
has increased 300*7 in the past 20 
years. We must eliminate unueces- 
sarv things in the school work: many 
feel that the junior high idea is 
merely a fad: a careful survey should 
be made of the expenditures for the 
schools. Other city departments have 
been and are being deprived of very 
necessary appropriations because so 
much of the taxes raised by the city 
are being diverted for schools. 

Alderman Heathcote contended that 
the aldermen have no right to inter- 
fere in the matter of teacher’s sal- 
aries. Asked by Mr. Collins regard- 
ing this. City Solicitor Bartlett stated

Alderman Collins moved the present

now 2nd or 3rd among the cities of 
tlie State in the payment of salaries 
to teachers and that if the increase is 
given it may necessitate the curtail- 
ment of the school building program. 
Mr. Fitts asserted that the aldermen 
have been extremely fair in co-oper- 
ating with the School Department and 
should receive reciprocal treatment. 

Alderman Woodcock, who served 10 
years on the Winthrop School Com- 
tnlttee favored the increase. He re- 
marked that with stenographers at 
C'ity Hall being paid $1500 and $1750 
yearly salaries, school teachers cer- 
tainly are entitled to a maximum of 
$-000. The motion to grant the in- 
crease was lost by a close vote 

The amounts cut from the Mayor’s 
recommendations this year are com- 



paratively small as compared with 
other years. Mayor Childs made ap- 
preciable cuts in many instances from 
the figures submiteed by department 
heads. In fact, he so cut certain items 
on street maintenance and traffic sig- 
nals that presure was brought by the 
Public Work and Traffic Committees 
to have these items increased, which 
was done. Despite this, much work 
on streets which is badly needed can- 
not be performed during the coming 
year. According to Chairman Collins 
of the Finance Committee, it is prob- 
able that there will be a moderate in- 
crease in the tax rate this year. 

Before the meeting adjourned at 
3:30 a. m. Tuesday morning, all the 
spectators had long since departed ex- 
cept John M. Barry of River street, 
who "sits through" every meeting of 
the Board, and one y >ung West New- 
ton man. who was discovered sleeping 
soundly in oue corner of the gallery, 
and who had to be awakened by 
Watchman FitzSimmous. If some of 
our citizens who are so prone to un- 
justly criticize the aldermen could 
have seen the fatigued group leaving 
the hall they might change their criti- 
ctsm to appreciation.

While we have no quarrel with the 
Republican State committee over the 
selection of candidates for delegates 
both at large and by district, we are 
not particularly pleased with the can- 
didates that body has selected and 
the neutral attitude most of them have 
taken on the pending nomination for 
president. We advise a vote for Mr. 
Butler and for Senator Gillett. and 
trust Dr. Anderson will defeat any 
one of the remaining candidates for 
delegates at large. In conclusion wo 
urge a preference vote for Hoover 
and the election of Dr. Anderson, 
Mr. Butler and Mr. Gillett at large 
and Mr. Wardner as a district dele- 
gate. 

Since writing the above, we learn 
that former Speaker B. Loving Young, 
one of the candidates for district dele- 
gate in this district, has openly an- 
nounced himself as favorable to 
Hoover. We are glad to make this 
announcement and to urge the voters 
in this district to vote for Mr. Young 
and Mr. Wardner.

With the advent of spring and the 
consequent increase in the number of 
automobiles using our highways, es- 
pecial emphasis should be given to 
the meaning of the word “safety.” 
Competent observers urge operators 
to “think” safety as a necessary pre- 
liminary to acting safely.

Let us 
hope that in the coming season the 
police will be most active in driving 
these potential murderers from our 
streets. 

The members of the Newton Church- 
men’s Union and all others of similar 
standing in the community should 
give careful attention to the state- 
ment by District Attorney Bushnell, 
as to the need of men of character 
and common sense on the juries of 
Middlesex county. When the call 
comes, it is a call to patriotism as 
much as if it was a summons to bat- 
tle.

UNDER THE GILDED DOME 

The liryise on Wednesday ordered 
to a third reading a resolve providing 
for an investigation by the Metropoli- 
tan District Commission with refer- 
ence to the route of the proposed park 
way or boulevard from a point nenr 
the junction of Newton and Hammond 
streets in Brookline to the junction 
of Beacon street and Glen avenue In 
Newton Centre. This takes the place 
of a hill petitioned for and which 
would have provided for the construc- 
tion of such a thoroughfare. It means 
that the proposition has not been 
exactly turned down by the Ways and 
Means Committee on whose recom- 
mendation the resolve was substituted 
for the original bill. At the same time 
it merely puts the new parkway as 
one of the possibilities of the future. 
The Investigation, which Is sure to be 
made, will show how much land will 
have to be taken and what the cost 
will be — two Important factors. Should 
the route be decided upon it will be 
an extension of the West Roxbury 
parkway and a section of the circum- 
ferential highway that Is now in the 
making. 

The bill to increase the salaries of 
the Justices of the Supreme. Superior 
and Land courts has been passed to 
be engrossed by the House. Tuesday, 
when it came up on the question of 
ordering it to a third reading, there 
was n rollcall on which Messrs. Hollis. 
Luitwieler. Saltonstall and Thompson 
voted for the bill. They were on hand 
Wednesday as well but there was no 
rollcall as the bill was then advanced 
by a standing vote. 

Another bill of more than passing 
interest was that the public control 
of the Eastern Massachusetts Street 
Railway be extended for a period of 
five years. On the rollcall by which 
the measure was passed to be en- 
grossed Messrs. Hollis. Saltonstall and 
Thompson voted for the bill and Mr. 
Luitwieler was paired for the bill with 
Mr. Rockwell of North Andover. 

Governor Fuller’s stand against the 
bill providing that the State pay all 
the salaries of the Public Utilities 
Commission was upheld by the Sen- 
ate and the measure is dead as far as 
this session is concerned. Under the 
existing law, which still remains in 
force, a portion of the Commissioners’ 
salaries is paid by some of the cor- 
porations which it supervises. The 
Governor took the stand that the cor- 
porations should contribute to the 
cost >>f maintaining the commission, in- 
timating that it would be as well if all 
utilities supervised by the commission 
were made to pay the full cost. Sena- 
tor Simoneau of Marlboro, who repre- 
sents this district, was one of the 
eleven Senators who voted to over- 
ride the Governor. Twenty-two voted 
to uphold the Chief Executive. 

The fact that Governor Fuller has 
signed the bill to make Armistice Day. 
November 11, a legal holiday puts an- 
other holiday on the calendar for Mas- 
sachusetts. The Governor had the hill 
on his desk the full five days permit- 
ted him to either approve or veto. 
There was an early report that he 
would veto it, but this proved untrue 
for just before leaving the State 
House late Monday afternoon he af- 
fixed his signature. He had only a 
few hours left in which to deckle. 

The veto of the Governor was over- 
ridden by both branches on the bill to 
permit the sale of fish, fruit and vege- 
tables on Sunday whenever Rosh 
Hashonah or the Day of Atonement be- 
gins on that day. Opponents of the 
measure contended that the Governor 
was right and declared that the Sun- 
day laws should not be changed. The 
Senate overrode the Governor, 23 to 
10. Senator Simoneau voting for the 
hill. When the House voted on the 
question of passing the hill notwith- 
standing the veto of His Excellency 
Messrs. Hollis and Luitwieler voted 
Yes" and Mr. Saltonstall “No.” Mr. 
Thompson was not recorded. 

One of the most important pieces of 
legislation of the week was the bill to 
provide that inmates of State Prison, 
Concord Reformatory and Sherborn 
Reformatory for Women be paid a 
certain sum for their work in prison 
industries, the money to come from 
whatever profits were realized. There 
was a good deal of debate on the sub- 
ject. The bill is one in which not a 
few Newton people are interested. On 
the rollcall in the House, which passed 
the bill. Messrs. Hollis, Luitwieler, 
Saltonstall and Thompson voted in fa- 
vor. 

It appears that nothing will be done 
this year about legalizing the giving 
of prizes at whist parties and similar 
entertainments conducted by chari- 
table, fraternal and religious organiza- 
tions. There has been much heard of 
this since last year when the Attor- 
ney General’s office announced that it 
would not tolerate petty violations of 
the gaming laws even for worthy 
causes. Several hills were introduced 
to make legal the giving of prizes un- 
der such circumstances. Finally a 
bill was drafted "legalizing certain 
games conducted for civic, education- 
al, charitable and like purposes.” The 
Ways and Means Committee of the 
House disapproved it and recommend- 
ed that it be rejected. Friends of the 
measure made a fight to save it but 
the House voted 105 to 88 to reject it, 
which apparently ends the matter for 
1928. Messrs. Hollis, Luitwieler, Sal- 
tonstall and Thompson voted to re 
ject the bill. 


DEATH OF MR. BULLARD 

The many friends of Mr. George P. 
Bullard in this city were greatly 
shocked on Monday to learn of his 
sudden death at his winter home 
in the Hotel Brae more. Boston. Mr. 
Bullard had not been in good health 
for some time and lmd been under 
the cnre of a nurse. 

Mr. Bullard was one of our most 
active citizens, and had taken a prom- 
inent part in the business and social 
life of Newton and Boston. He was 
chairman of t he board of trustees of 
the Eastern Massachusetts Street Rail- 
wav under apointment by Governor 
Cox in 1924. 

George Partridge Bullard was horn 
in West Medway, the son of Emerson 
N. Bullard and Susan Partridge Bul- 
lard, on June 25, 1857. He enme to 
Boston when 17 years old and began 
his business life as a clerk In the 
hardware firm of A. J. Wilkinson & 
Co. Three years later he was heat) 
bookkeeper for the company. Later 
he went to Bacon & Co., iron and steel 
manufacturers, and was made a part- 
ner in 18S6. 

In 1S91 he founded the Eastern Ex- 
panded Metal Company and then the 
Eastern Concrete Construction Com- 
pany. For several years he was ac- 
tively identified with the concrete 
construction business. His eastern 
companies were merged with the Penn 
Metal Company in 1914, and he be- 
came president of the consolidation, 
remaining in that post for several 
years. 

Mr Bullard was active in the af- 
fairs of West Newton Savings Bank 
and for over 25 years was its president. 
He was also a director in the Beacon 
Trust Company and the Federal Mu- 
tual Liability Insurance Company. Ht* 
served in the Common Council of New- 
ton in 1S94 and as an alderman in 
1895. In 1901-02 and ’03 he was a 
member of the Massachusetts Legisla- 
ture. 

He was a life member of Dalhousie 
lodge of Masons, and a member of 
Newton Royal Arch Chapter. He was 
also a member of the Brae Burn Coun- 
try Club, the Tedesco Club and the 
Exchange Club. 

Mr. Bullard was active for many 
years in the affairs of the West New- 
ton Unitarian Church. 

On May 3, 1881, lie married Miss 
Nina F. Jenks of Franklin and is sur- 
vived by her and two daughters. Mrs. 
Charles E. Lauriat Jr., and Mrs. Julian 
C. Jaynes. 

The funeral services held yester- 
day afternoon in the West Newton 
Unitarian Church were largely attend- 
ed. Rev. Paul S. Phalen. minister of 
the church, officiated and a male quar- 
tet rendered several selections. 


MR. DOWSE DEAD 

Mr. William Bradford Homer Dowse, 
for many years a resident of Tem- 
ple street. West Newton, died sudden- 
ly yesterday at the Phillips House, 
Boston. Mr. Dow’se was taken ill 
while in Europe and returned only a 
week ago. 

Mr. Dowse was born 76 years ago in 
Sherborn, and graduated from Har- 
vard with the class of 1873, and from 
the Harvard law school two years 
later. 

He was appointed proctor at Har- 
vard in 1873. After taking his degree 
he studied for a year as graduate, in 
Roman history and philosophy. In 
1S76 he began to practise in Boston, 
making a specialty of patent law, and 
eventually had offices in New York. 
His clients were mostly manufactur- 
ers whose cases arose in tin- federal 
courts in all parts of the United 
States, and came finally in many cases 
before the United States supreme 
court. 

His professional career was success- 
ful. hut lie was obliged to abandon it 
in 1S98 to give his whole time to his 
own manufacturing interests, as pres- 
ident of the Reed & Barton Manufac- 
turing Corporation, of the United 
States Fastener Company and of the 
Theodore B. Starr, Inc. 

He was also interested in factories 
in Europe, which at times demanded 
his personal supervision. He became 
a director in the Waltham Watch Com- 
pany. also president and director in 
several other metal concerns. For 11 
years he was president of the Home 
Market Club of Boston, a member of 
the National Association of Manufac- 
turers and Hie Boston Merchants As- 
sociation and the Economic Club. 

He was a member of a number of 
clubs, associations and historical so- 
cieties. 

He erected a library in Sherborn in 
memory of his father and mother in 
on the 100th anniversary of the 
birth of his father, and the Rev. Ed 
mund Dowse, D.D., for 65 years pas- 
tor of the Pilgrim Church in Sherborn, 
for 67 years chairman of the school 
committee in Sherborn, and for 25 
years chaplain of the Massachusetts 
Senate. In 1924 lie erected a memorial 
in Sherborn in honor of all those from 
Sherborn who died in the various wars 
of tin; United States from 1674 to date. 

He is survived by his widow, Fanny 
Lee Dowse, and three daughters, Mrs. 
Franklin D. Putnam, Miss Margaret 
Dow se and Mrs, Sinclair Week

CANCER CAMPAIGN WEEK 


Plans for the State wide campaign 
to “Help Fight Cancer” during the 
week of April 23rd are maturing. The 
main purpose of the proposed cam- 
paign is to shorten the time now lost 
in securing proper medical attention 
by those individuals who develop signs 
of early cancer, and through failure 
to recognize their true significance, 
become victims of the disease.

BOYS FIND SKELETON 


Three young hoys living in the 
Chestnut Hill section of Brookline, 
made a grewsome find Tuesday morn- 
ing while walking through the swampy 
area near Hammond Pond in thnt 
district.

FORMER RESIDENT DEAD 

Mr. Joshua M. Dill, for many years 
a resident of Newton Centre, died 
Wednesday night at the home of his 
daughter, Mrs. Walter A. Forbush, at 
Brockton.

THE OBSTINATE LATCH 


I trust I am not funny. 
Unreasonable, exact, 

Or fall to think of others. 

With courtesy and tact; 

If noon in Newton Corner 
A new place should be found 
To loente the Pont Office 
And keep It .safe and nound 
I offer no suggestions, 

But thin T do Implore — 

Have one where without struggle. 
One may shut and close the door. 


After attending the opening per- 
formance of the Phldelah Rice Players 
at the Newton Opera House I am con- 
vinced that the dramatic committee of 
the Y. W. C. A. has not only planned 
a profitable enterprise In arranging a 
series of plays each week by this 
splendid company, but has given New- 
ton people assurance of a rare treat In 
the line of popular entertainment. 

The presentation of "The Intimate 
Strangers," a three-act comedy, by 
Booth Tarkington, was ample proof to 
me of the ability of the performers, 
who are In many ways more pleasing 
than the average stock company. 
Their work reveals, among other 
things, intelligence, sincerity and a re- 
freshing naturalness. 

People go to the theatre to he 
unused, but some of them find addi- 
tional satisfaction In observing the 
skilled portrayal of a difficult charac- 
terization and the deft interpretation 
of the author’s lines. To me the Phide- 
lah Rice Players meet the demands of 
all playgoers. 

A list of the Saturday evening per- 
formances planned for the next five 
weeks — "Kempy,” "Cousin Kate,” 
“Three Wise Fools." "Mary’s Other 
Husband” and “The Wren" — shows an 
admirable selection. There isn’t one 
on that list that doesn’t command gen- 
eral interest. There is no attempt to 
foist “high brow” dramas on the pub- 
lic; neither are there commercial con- 
cessions to the moronic tastes. Rather 
a happy solution — the kind of plays 
from which everybody derives laugh- 
ter and diversion and a thorough ap- 
preciation of stage values. 

These performers have good voices 
and know how to use them; their 
enunciation is excellent, their work 
finished and they prove their artistry 
by their evident enjoyment of their 
work. The staging is simple but ade- 
quate, for. after all. it is the acting 
and not the trappings that count. 

I should like to take this opportu- 
nity to commend the Y. W. C. A. The 
good-sized audience last Saturday 
night was plainly enthusiastic. Tomor- 
row night should see the theatre com- 
pletely filled. Newton people who 
don’t attend will miss something. Per- 
sonally. I am looking forward to them. 

There have been put before us 
through the daily newspapers of late 
some striking examples of caustic cor- 
respondence. One man writes another 
telling him what he thinks of him and 
where he “gets off." Then the other 
replies in a similar vein, only with 
more venom or vitriol. Although it 
should stop there it doesn’t. Another 
and a "hotter" exchange is certain to 
follow. Readers seek eagerly for the 
next edition to devour the latest 
“slam," and the carnival of letter- 
writing continues, while the newspa- 
per-reading public chortles and 
chuckles. 

Now it so happens that there are 
men, and women, too, who thrive on 
publicity and who are satisfied to get 
their letters printed and thus put be- 
fore the people. They go as far as 
they dare, or at least as far as they 
think the editor would dare go and 
not violate the law of libel. But these 
people have a motive and that is to 
get into the limelight. Therefore, a 
certain percentage of their bitterness 
may be discounted. 

With personal letter-writing the case 
is different. I mean by that the indi- 
vidual who gives vent to his feelings 
in a letter which he never intends 
shall see the light of day in the news- 
papers and is asking no more than to 
have the recipient sit down in the cor- 
ner, read the letter and writhe in 
agony. He hopes that it will give the 
other a “bad half-hour" and worse. 

The question is, however, whether 
the man who writes a vicious lettef 
isn’t fooling himself a little. He 
knows his own state of mind and 
thinks he knows what is going on in 
tlu> mind of the man he assails. But 
does it always work that way? Isn’t 
the man who writes getting more kick 
out of it than his adversary? 

There can be no philosophy about 
this, except that it is useless to burn 
up a few sheets of paper for the sake 
of getting something off one’s chest. 
I may say that it is stupid to write 
and equally stupid to make a hectic 
reply. 

It happened recently that a number 
of men in public life were discussing 
the relative value, if any. of these 
stinging letters. I chanced to he pres- 
ent and noted with interest what they 
had to say. One man observed: "I 
know a friend of mine who used to 
to find great delight in excoriating 
someody he felt needed to he flayed. 
He would dash off reams of well- 
written criticism and rush out and 
mail it before the ink was dry. 

•Well, one day he went too far. 11c 
tackled somebody with nerve enough 
to pick him up oil it. and the result 
was a suit for slander which cost him 
several thousand dollars. After that 
he subsided, lie didn’t stop writing 
letters, because that was the way ho 
had of freeing ids mind and the only 
way lie found to he satisfactory. But 
he never mailed these letters. 

"Sounds foolish, hut, after all. 1 
think it rather a good idea. This man. 
If he lias something he wants to say, 
and knows it should not lie written in 
a letter, sits down at night, writes the 
letter and then leaves It on the table 
In Ills ‘den’ with orders that If he 
passes out in the night the letter is to 
he destroyed. When lie gets up in the 
morning and finds the letter lie reads 
it, has a good laugh at himself and 
tears It in shreds and throws It In the 
waste-lmsket.’ 


At this point a member of the group 
spoke up with: "I know of a man who 
can’t resist the Impulse to write caus- 
tic letters, but who lets them wait for 
two or three days to see If he can’t 
cool himself off.” 

There seems to me to be a lesson in 
this whole business, and F think that 
recent events have shown It A friend 
of mine, who occupies a position which 
brings Ills name before the public on 
frequent occasions, summarized my 
thoughts on the subject. 

Referring to one of those tinctured 
letters that had appeared In the press, 
i asked: "Have you read it?" 

He replied that he had, smiling as 
he did so. 

What do you think of it?” I per- 
sisted. 

That was a fine letter to write — 
and tenr up,” came the significant re- 
ply. 

The sand-blasters are busy outside 
my window. No, they do not repre- 
sent a species of bird but are human 
beings who go aloft and roost on sills 
almost with the Indifference of 
pigeons. This particular flock is busy 
on tin* outer walls of the Bulfinch 
front of the State House. This ex- 
plains my intimate knowledge of their 
activity. 

Personal reference and allusion are 
of no consequence In this matter, how- 
ever. I am wondering what the people 
of Massachusetts will say when the 
sand-blasters have finished their work. 
They must be through by May 24, for 
their contract with the Commonwealth 
calls for that. I am sure they will 
heat the record, judged by their inten- 
sive methods. 

The question resolves Itself into 
this: How are we going to like having 
a red brick central building, with 
white marble wings for the Massachu- 
setts capitol on Beacon Hill? Please 
don’t get an Idea that the situation is a 
humorous one. It is as serious as any- 
thing that ever confronted the artistic 
senses of our citizens. Remember, 
folks, you have got to look at it 
Whether it will be an eye strain or an 
eye treat to see the red brick Bulfinch 
front as it was 130 years ago remains 
to he learned. 

You know how the Old South Meet- 
ing House, at Milk and Washington 
streets, appears, and the Park Street 
Church and the Old State House — 
well, shall you enjoy the building that 
is mounted by the gilded dome in its 
original state or not? The problem of 
keeping the white bricks painted white 
is a difficult one. The paint doesn’t 
stay white and looks drab and dirty. 
Nevertheless we are going to have a 
chance to determine what the result 
will be. Should the Governor and 
Council decide to allow the Bulfinch 
front to remain of the original red 
brick there will have to be a new lot 
of picture postcards printed. Fur- 
thermore, photographers and painters 
of canvas and water color will have 
a busy Summer regardless of the con- 
clusions that are reached. We are 
certain to see the Bulfinch front re- 
stored long enough for all citizens to 
view it. which, I submit, is going to be 
something to look forward to. 


Automobile Accidents 
Discussed In Radio Talk 

t'aptaln George A. Parker, Registrar 
! of Motor Vehicles for the State, made 
his Initial appearance before the ml 
crophone recently, under the auspices 
of the Automobile Legal Association. 
Captain Parker said: 

We have In Massachusetts some 
828,000 motor vehicle registrations, 


I linve been wondering just what we 
could do to show our appreciation of 
the new letter boxes. Had I known 
that the change was to have been 
made I should have written to Wash- 
ington and exerted what small amount 
of political influence I possess to ob- 
tain one of the old boxes as a keep- 
sake. Not that it would arouse any 
sentimental interest, for the letters we 
send arc not hnlf as interesting as 
those we receive. No. I should pre- 
serve one of the old boxes, if I had 
it. to add to my collection of antiques. 
The boxes that the Post Office De- 
partment lias caused to he removed 
were manufactured sometime after the 
French and Indian War. and not very 
long after, as I view them. Anyway. 
I am glad they are gone and I rejoice 
that new and larger boxes ornament 
street corners here and there. 

The new boxes seem to he built 
heavier than their predecessors. 1 
venture to say that it takes more 
muscle to lift the lids. However, the 
boxes are roomier and one may place 
long env^’opes in the slot without 
squeezing them. The new color is a 
shade of green that does not appeal 
to me. for I always thought the dark 
green more artistic. That, of course, 
is a subject for painters and should 
he taken up by those who merely criti- 
cise and have no genius. 

I wonder if I am right in assuming 
that the Post Office Department ex- 
pects us to write more letters now 
that we have new and larger boxes? 
We are told to drink more milk, cat 
more bread, bananas, cranberries and 
such food, so why should not the Fed- 
eal Government urge us to buy more 
stamps? 

The new boxes will he easier to lean 
against, providing, as they do, a firmer 
support than the older boxes, which 
fact should not fail of appreciation by 
those who hang around street corners. 
It may have been this demand that lias 
brought them into existence. I think 
I shall look into the subject further 
and endeavor at some future date to 
make a report for my readers.

who are here for varying lengths of 
time 

As we all know, motor traffic Is be- 
coming denser, and its problems more 
complex and difficult. Accidents con- 
nected with the operation of automo- 
biles. while not increasing In the same 
ratio of registrations, clearly show we 
are still far from the security to which 
travelers are entitled while on our 
highways. Mere numbers alone make 
the problem of the safe operation of 
motor vehicles of great public import- 
ance. The situation must be carefully 
studied in an effort to reach a solu- 
tion whereby we can guarantee safe- 
ty to all those who use our ways. It 
is my intention now to treat only some 
common dangers and conditions which 
affect the usual driver, as it is obvi- 
ously impossible to cover the whole 
subject of highway safety at one time. 

A doctor, in treating a patient, al- 
ways tries to establish the cause of 
the ailment. So must those who are 
trying to cure the body politic of the 
ailment of needless manslaughter on 
our roads. To do this we must analyze 
accidents as reported, to see why they 
happen. 

In 1927. 693 persons were killed need- 
lessly on our highways, and 63 per- 
cent. or 410 of these, were killed as a 
result of operating too fast for condi 
tions — in other words, because car op- 
erators used unreasonable haste and 
allowed their own selfish wishes and 
desires to overcome common sense, 
even so far as to cause death. If op- 
erators will remember always to drive 
at a speed allowing complete control, 
so that, no matter what may happen, 
they can escape injury to themselves : 
and others, one of these great high- 
way dangers, “speed,” will he removed 

Another leading cause for accident 
and death Is inattention; namely, lack 
of alertness and failure to attend to 
jtlie business in hand, safe operation, 
j Nothing should be allowed to inter- 
I feer with the driver’s careful and alert 
' attention to his car. Turning around 
! to speak to those in the rear seat, tak- 
| ing your eyes from the road, failure 
I to look for children and pedestrians, 
lighting cigarettes and many seeming- 
j Iv safe acts take your mind off your 
job and must be avoided, as they mean 
accidents and possible death. 

I The saddest fact about highway 
death and accident is that the major- 
1 it y of the victims are children between 
two and ten. and elderly persons walk- 
ing on our streets. While accidents 
I where children are killed are not al- 
ways the fault of the motorist, and the 
| responsibility must in some measure 
rest with their parents or guardians, 
any decent person should operate his 
i car so he can avoid any harm to oth- 
ers. and so that his acts can in no 
wise be considered as contributing to 
the accident. Last year 136 children 
were killed while darting in front of 
| automobiles. Drivers must so operate 
their cars when they see children 
about that they won’t be hurt. Chil- 
dren of tender years cannot be con- 
! sidered as responsible for their ac- 
! tions. Operators of motor vehicles are 
j so considered, and should govern them- 
! selves accordingly. 

It appears from the experience of the 
| authorities in this state, as well as 
elsewhere, that there are certain defi- 
nite "danger hours" during which 
most accidents happen. The most im- 
portant "danger hours" are from 5 to 
i 7 P. M. This is the time when more 
I pedestrians are on our streets, when 
people are tired from the day’s work 
and in a hurry to get hime. and when 
children are more apt to be playing 
outdoors. Remember these hours. 

The reckless or drunken driver must 
be taken from the road, and these 
' criminals can and should he dealt 
with only as such. They are hazards 
of the highway which no driver or 
I pedestrian should have to face. It 
is only by constant vigilance and strict 
j enforcement of the provisions of the 
! law that they can be ke.pt under con- 
trol. and they cannot be dealt with, or 
considered in connection with the av- 
| erage car operator. They are in a 
i class by themselves. 

It has been my intention briefly to 
call to your notice the magnitude of 
j trie problem of highway safety, and 
I some of the dangers and causes of ac- 
cidents. which, as shown by our ex- 
perience. face the average driver, who 
comes in no way in the class of the J 
true criminal; though he. through self- 
ishness, carelessness, inattention and 
disregard of others as well as himself, 
may cause as much suffering and pain 
as the real criminal. Drivers must 
understand they have been granted a 
privilege by their state to operate a| 
machine, which can in an Instant be- 
come a death-dealing instrument, and ; 
should be careful not to abuse this 
privilege. 

Always think of what the other 
person may do and he prepared to pro- 
tect yourself and others from harm. 
Remember permanent injury or death 
is more serious than a few moments 
of time or even the loss of important 
business. 

There is no reason why tin* operator 
of a motor vehicle should not take 
i time enough to look into the facts con- 
nected with accidents, and learn what 
is expected of him. he prepared for i 
every emergency of highway travel ; 
ami face his definite duty to his fel- 1 
. low man. so that at least, so far as he t 
' may he concerned, no harm will come 
I to others. A little thought and attention 
to his car equipment from time to 
time, and constant thought of his re- 
sponsibilities. must be expected of him. 

The record of our Massachusetts , 
drivers is getting better, but still is far' 
from what it should be; otherwise 693 
people would not have been killed last j 
year. Everyone must use his best ef- 
forts to stop this needless slaughter. 
Don’t take chances.

ROTARY CLUB 

Mr. W. Mark Noble, Jr., a member 
of the club was the speaker at the 
usual Monday luncheon this week of 
the Newton Rotary Club, held at the 
Woodland Golf Club. Mr. Noble spoke 
on the rather unusual topic of corpor- 
ation financing. In a very clear, con- 
cise manner, he explained the differ- 
ence between partnership and corpora- 
tion ownership and the different meth- 
ods— bonds, preferred stock and com- 
j mon stock -of financing the needs of 
a corporation. He advised careful in- 
spection of preferred stock, in order 
that the reason for its preference 
might lie understood. Some preferred 
stock merely calls for dividends be- 
fore the common stock, while other 
preferred stocks gave a perference to 
the assets in case of failure. Mort- 
gage bonds should be investigated to 
learn if further bonds could be issued, 
thereby lessening the value of the col- 
lateral while others might lie affected 
by underlying rights. Debentures, 
collateral trust and convertible bonds 
were also carefully explained. Mr. 
Noble's talk was greatly appreciated.

Improvements at Nobscot 

The Nobscot Reservation which was 
described in detail in the issue of 
April 13th is fast assuming t he appear- 
ance in its frontal spots, that a Scout 
property should have. 

The Rangers, with the help of James

in his week’s school vacation, lias 
erected two gates at t he main entering 
driveways, both of which were abso- 
lutely necessary.

Aldermen Refuse 
Lower Falls Gas 
Station Permits 


Another chapter in the long contin- 
ued Lower Falls "gasoline serial” was 
concluded Monday night when the Al- 
dermen once again rejected the peti- 
tion of Cashmnn & Ginsberg for a till- 
ing station at 2285 Washington street, 
and the petition of Henry C. Bourne 
for a filling station at 2268 Washing- 
ton street. For over two years these 
two petitions have been presented sev- 
eral times to the Board of Aldermen. 

When they were first presented 
somewhat over two years ago senti- 
ment at the Lower Falls was strongly 
against both of them. Last year most 
of thoBe who had previously opposed 
Cashman & Ginsberg's petition, 
changed their attitude and favored it. 
Some of those wlio had been most ac- 
tive in fighting this petition not only 
advocated it, but also became ener- 
getic in objecting to the Bourne peti- 
tion. Alderman Heathcote from the 
start had favored the Cashman & 
Ginsberg petition. Aldermen Gordon 
and Noone. the other members of the 
Board from Ward 4, followed the lead 
of the Lower Falls residents who did 
the "flop” on Cashman & Ginsberg and 
reversed their stand on this matter. 
Despite the fact that the three aider- 
men from Ward 4 favored this peti 
tion, the Licenses committee of last 
year’s Board of Aldermen reported ad- 
versely on it and it was defeated. 

Persisting, Cashninn & Ginsberg 
again sent in the petition late last 
year and one of the first matters com- 
ing before the present Licenses com- 
mittee was this petition. The commit- 
tee, with five new members reversed 
the action of last year’s committee and 
voted 5 to 1 in favor of the petition: 
Chairman Hawkins adhering to his 
opinion of the past two years and vot- 
ing “No." Alderman Lincoln did not 
vote. 

The Bourne petition which lias beep, 
presented each time the other petition 
was presented, did not fare so well. 
Tlte only member of the present Li- 
censes Committee voting in favor of 
the Bourne petition was Alderman 
Powers. 

When the hearings on these two 
petitions came up Monday night, 
Chairman Hawkins of the Licenses 
committee reviewed the history of the 
Cashman & Ginsberg petitions and 
showed how those who at first had 
opposed them because of alleged dan- 
gerous conditions at t he proposed 
locus, had later favored the petitions. 
Mr. Hawkins read from the first peti- 
tion signed by the "opponents turned 
proponents” to show that they had 
claimed the proposed station site ob- 
jectionable because of t he dangers it 
presented to pedestrian, automobile 
and street car traffic. He stated that

"although the Hamilton School will 
soon be in its new location and tlte 
danger to school children removed 
largely, as those favoring the petition 
claim, tlte menace to automobiles and 
street cars contines.” A vote was 
then taken on accepting the favorable 
report of tlte Licenses Committee to 
grant a station permit to Cashmun & 
Ginsberg and tlte report was rejected 
12 to 8. Those voting in favor were 
Aldermen Gordon. Heathcote, Noone, 
Grenbenstein, Woodcock, Temperley, 
Powers and Prior. The aldermen vot- 
ing in tlte opposition were — Baker, 
Bail, Collins, Earle, Fitts. Gallagher, 
Hawkins, Holbrook, Lincoln, Murray, 
Pratt, Weeks and Worth. 

This matter having been finished 
(for the present) the report of the 
committee on the Bourne petition was 
announced. Alderman Powers stated 
that in view of the “loose talk" which 
has been going on in the city by per 
sons who had been criticising the 
granting of filling station permits and 
who have been casting aspersions at 
the aldermen, he deemed it expedient, 
in view of the fact that he was the 
only member of the committee favor 
illg this petition, to explain his action 
regarding it. He remarked that the 
high bluff near the junction of Wash- 
ington and Hamilton streets does 
cause a certain vehicular traffic haz- 
ard in connection with a tilling station 
at the Cashman & Ginsberg locus, Imi 


tlte building of the new Wales street 
bridge will divert much of the traffic 
from Washington street by Lower 
Falls business section and appreciably 
lessen any danger which might exist. 
Tlie Bourne locus on the opposite side 
of Washington street, near Cashman 
& Ginsberg’s site is located on the 
outside of the curve, can be easily 
seen by traffic approaching from eith- 
er direction, and is more desirable 
from the standpoint of traffic safety 
than the other site.” 

Alderman Noone criticised the 
Board for voting down the report of 
the Licenses Committee when but one 
member of it voted against tlte Cush- 
man & Ginsberg petition, when all 
three aldermen from Ward 4 favored 
it and when practically all the resi- 
dents of Lower Fails have asked that 
this petition lie granted. Alderman 
Gallagher rebuked the Licenses Com- 


& 

Ginsberg petition and turning down 
that of Bourne when the latter is by 
far tlte safer site for a filling station. 
He stated that his opposition to the 
Cashman * Ginsberg petition is not 
because of danger hut because the city 
will some day have to take the site 
to widen Washington street. He ac- 
cuse^ the committee of discrimination 
and suggested it explain its peculiar 
treatment of the two petitions. Al- 
derman Noone denied that the com- 
mittee lnul shown discrimination and 
justified the adverse report on the 
Bourne petition because So*", of the 
residents of Lower Falls opposed this 
petition on account of t lie fact that 
tlte only sidewalk along Washington 
street at this point is at that side of 
the street. 

Alderman Temperley resented Mr. 
Gallagher’s rebuke of the committee

for its alleged inconsistency. Alder 
man Heathcote questioned Chairman

Perhaps one of t lie most delightful 
Innovations that Inis come to atten 
tlon lately Is the new ‘'Community” 
plant of the C. G. Howes Co., Dry 
Cleaners, whose headquarters planl 
s located at 82 Braintree street, Alls 
'on Station, Boston, with stores at. 
Winter street, Province street, Boston. 
Coolidge Corner Brookline, and Brnt- 
.le street, Cambridge. 

There is indeed, little’ of the com- 
mercial in tills pretty English cottage 
ityle bungalow, built to give a mod- 
jrn, close-at-hand dry cleaning serv- 
ce to the people of the- Newtons and 
vicinity. 

The (’. (J. Howes Company have fol 
owed the increasingly popular prad- 
t!ce of making their buildings an at 
tractive and artistic uddition to the 
ommunities in which they are lo 
•ated, rather than constructing a cold, 
mpersonal, decidedly unbeautifnl 
milding of the factory order. 

It strikes us that they have "pioneer- 
'd” a hit and have set an example 
which could well he followed by pro- 
gressive business concerns, because” 
'his little plan, though strictly cpm- 
mercial and very convenient ,gnd 'serv- 
iceable, is a distinct and decided im- 
provement to its neighborhood. 

The plan is built of scoured cream 
tone brick witli English flat tile mot- 
tle green roof. The interior is fin- 
ished in a combination ash and oak 
panel effect with green Mangesite and 
marble chip floor. The’ lighting ' fix- 
tures are of hand wrought Swedish 
iron. Dressing roomH for ladies and 
gentlemen give the last touch in per- 
sonal service. Much credit must he 
given to Mr. William H. Drumniy, the 
architect on this work. 

The plant will be open for service 
and inspection the latter part of the 
week. Pour types of service will be 
available. Clothing to lie pressed may 
lie left in the morning and picked up 
at night. Whlle-you -wait pressing 
service will he available to all those 
who require It. To those in not too 
great a hurry, an average of three- 
day service will lie rendered, this be- 
ing considerably less than the time 
usually required for high grade work. 
The reason for this fast service on 
quality work is due to* the fact that 
that headquarters plant in Allston, 
operating in harmony witli tile New- 
ton plant works at night, speeding up 
very considerably the service. The 
fourth division is Howes general serv- 
ice on every kind. of garment, rug, dra- 
pery, etc. The service further includes, 
rug and fur storage. All - heavier types 
of work such as rug 'cleaning will he 
actually performed at the headquar- 
I ters plant, although accepted and 
handled through tlds personal service 
plant.

CHEVROLET OPENS ATLANTA 
FACTORY 

The first Chevrolet car ever built in 
Dixie rolled off the assembly line Fri- 
day. April 13th, when the mammoth 
new Chevrolet factory in Atlanta — the 
largest automotive institution in all 
tile South — swung into operation to 
supply tlie Southeastern states. 

Constructed at si cost of more than 
$2,250,000. I he plant covers 32 acres 
and has 410,000 square feet of floor 
space, it has an assembly capacity of 
350 cars a day, or mors* than 100,000 
a year. Following t he Chevrolet pol- 
icy of recruiting workmen from the 
community in which its plants nre lo- 
cated, it will be almost exclusively a 
Southern institution, its 1,300 em- 
ployees being residents of Atlanta or 
nearby cities. The payroll will ap- 
proach $3,000,000 annually. 

Production will be on a basis of 2,000 
cars for the last half of April, with the 
May schedule calling for 0,000 cars. 

The first spade of dirt preparatory 
to the start of construction work was 
turned the day following Thanksgiving 
and the plant opened 1 i* weeks later. 
The Seaboard Southern Construction 
Company, general contractors, worked 
night and day shifts to complete the 
plant in the comparatively brief space 
of time. 

The Atlanta plant provides Chevro- 
let with eight domestic assembly 
plants throughout the country, an ex- 
port plant nt Bloomfield, N. J.. and 
manufacturing plants at Detroit, Bay 
i City. Saginaw. Flint and Toledo. In 
addition to Atlanta, assembly plants 
are located in Flint. Mich.; Tarrytown,

Many Arguments For and Against 
Zone Change of Chestnut Hill Land 

Recent Hearing Before Claims And Rules Committee On 
Petition For Single Residence Restriction 


One of the largest, and most in- 
teresting hearings held at City Hall 
in recent years was that conducted 
by the (Maims and Rules Committee 
on April IS, to discuss the petition of 
Sylvia Webber of 90 Waban Hill road. 
The petition seeks "To change all 
land now in private residence district, 
Ward 6, Precinct 3, from private to 
single residence district." This in- 
cludes the territory from the corner 
of Garrison road and Commonwealth 
avenue along the south side of the 
avenue to and including Crosby road 
and along the north side of the ave- 
nue to the Boston line. On the south 
side of the avenue Manet road is in- 
cluded and on the north side the 
streets on Waban Hill — Waban Hill, 
Algonquin and Mount Alvernia roads. 
One side of Algonquin road is already 
in the single residence zone, as is 
all the surrounding territory in Chest- 
nut Hill and Newton Centre. 

When the hearing started the alder- 
manic chamber at City Hall was well 
filled by residents of the district which 
is affected by the petition. The first 
speaker in favor of the petition was 
Abraham (’. Webber of 90 Waban Hill 
road. Mr. Webber stated that “he 
has been informed that it was the in- 
tention to zone this district for single 
residences when the one-family resi- 
dence zones were established and he 
does not understand why it was left 
in the private residence zone where 
two-family houses may be built." He 
informed the committee that Waban 
Hill is almost entirely built up with 
high class single family houses which 
have established the character of this 
neighborhood and it will do no harm if 
the adjoining land is zoned for single 
houses. He commented that “when he 
prepared the petition he did not be- 
lieve it would stir up the opposition 
it has." Mr. Webber referred to a let- 
ter which had been sent by a real 
estate man stating that "if a two- 
family house Is destroyed over 50% 
by fire in a single residence zone, it 
cannot be replaced by another two- 
family house.” He thought some 
change might be made in the zoning 
ordinance to allow for the replacing 
of a house by one of a similar type. 
He contended that one lot of land on 
Waban Hill road menaces the sur- 
rounding property as it is being plan- 
ned to build a two-family house on this 
lot and to allow this will be to sac- 
rifice the rights of citizens to real 
estate developers. 

Edward A. McLaughlin of 115 
Waban Hill road, representing the 
Chestnut Hill Improvement Associa- 
tion also favored the petition. He 
also spoke of the vacant land on that 
street, owned by Mr. Coletti which 
had been referred to by Mr. Webber. 
He remarked on the excellent char- 
acter of the dwellings on Waban Hill 
and the beauty of nearby Boston Col-

lege which he characterized as one 
of the finest groups of buildings in 
the country. He believed that unless 
the petition is granted this entire 
section is in danger of deterioration. 

Mr. McLaughlin was followed by a 
well known resident of the Waban Hill 
section, G. Duthie Strachan of 80 
Waban Hill road. He was quite em- 
phatic in his opinion of two-family 
houses in a high class neighborhood 
and asserted that this type of house 
cannot be kept beautiful, is built by 
persons who want help from rentals 
to pay for their home and is certain 
to lower the value of surrounding prop- 
erty. Mr. Strachan argued that per- 
sons who had erected attractive sin- 
gle houses in the section as homes, 
are entitled to prior consideration over 
real estate speculators. 

Charles A. Malley of 233 Common- 
wealth avenue spoke against the peti- 
tion. He took exception to the asper- 
sions cast by previous speakers on 
real estate dealers of which he is 
one, and stated that this business is 
just as honorable as that of grind- 
ing sausages. Apparently, some of 
the proponents of the petition must 
be in the sausage business. Mr. Mal- 
ley contended that there is no good 
reason why the zoning at Waban Hill 
should bo changed. It was zoned as 
it is because such was the proper 
thing to do. Much of the land on the 
hill is privately restricted. He as- 
serted that his house, although a two- 
family, is as attractive as the single 
residences in his neighborhood, that 
he tries to keep his property in ex- 
cellent condition, and that a large 
well kept two-family house is more 
of an asset to a neighborhood than 
a diminutive single. He referred to 
criticisms that he is using land owned 
by the city as part of his yard. He 
stated "that he has beautified this 
piece of land with a fountain which 
adds to the attractiveness of the en- 
tire neighborhood and he is willing at 
anytime to remove this ornament if 
ordered to do so." 

Moskow who owns property in the 
district affected objected to the peti- 
tion. He desires to sell, a lot on Al- 
gonquin road to a person who intends 
to erect a two-family house which will 
cost $40,000. Mr. Moskow asserted 
that two-family houses as a rule are 
better kept than many single resi- 
dences. He is willing that Waban Hill 
road be placed in the single residence 
district but oblects to the whole sec- 
tion being so restricted. He criticised 
persons who have but recently moved 
into the city and who want to dictate 
how the district shall be developed. 
He remarked that “there are cranks 
who object to two-family houses be- 
cause they dislike to see a child on 
the streets.” He also referred to the 
letter sent out by Mr. Burns regarding 
the inability of a person to rebuild a 
two-family house in a single residence 
district should the building be over 
50% destroyed by fire. Duthie Stra- 
chan started to ask a question of Mr. 
Moskow but the latter replied, "I will 
answer a question put by anyone in 
the audience other than Mr. Strachan.” 
Later on in the hearing Mr. Moskow 
attempted to answer a statement made 
by Mr. Strachan, and the latter re- 
turned the acerbity of the former. It 
was quite evident that neither of these 
two gentlemen would perform the 
accolade on the other.

School Board Votes 
For New Gym Floor 

Decide To Extend Survey of 
High Schools 


At the meeting of the School Com- 
mittee Monday night a letter which 
was sent to Supt. Wheeler by Prin- 
cipal Palmer of the High School re- 
ceived attention. This letter told of 
the defects which have been develop- 
ing for many months in and on the 
floor of the new gymnasium at the 
school. Mr. Palmer stated in the let- 
ter, "I see no escape from the con- 
clusion that the entire floor of the four 
gymnasiums should be relaid the com- 
ing summer. The under floor, portions 
of which I havo seen when the work- 
men took up the top floor to make 
repairs, is practically gone. As they 
take up pieces of it one can crumble 
it up with his fingers.” 

“The condition of the floors has 
been a constant source of worry to me 
for the last two or three months, fear- 
ing as I have that some boy or f^irl 
would get a sprained ankle on it 
when some portion had arisen and be- 
fore it could be repaired. I am sorry 
to write this note but can see no 
escape." 

The School Committee voted to call 
the attention of the Mayor to this let- 
ter. requests that an appropriation be 
made for a new floor and asks that it 
be informed who is responsible for the 
floor’s defective condition, provided 
that such responsibility is determined. 

The School Committee voted to ex- 
tend to the whole high school the 
survey which has been started at the 
Vocational High. The sub committee 
dealing with the survey of the Voca- 
tional High made a report which in- 
dicated that the following phases will 
considered: — 

(a) The reasons for the establish- 
ment of the Vocational School and the 

I results of any survey then made with 
respect to the necessity or importance 
of establishing a Vocational School in 
a residential community like Newton. 

(b) The number of Vocational 
Schools which have been established 
and are now being conducted by cities 
or towns in Massachusetts, with com- 
parative data with respect to per pu- 
pil cost, enrollment, curricula, etc. 

(c) The percentage of Vocational 
School pupils who engage in the 
trades for which they have prepared 
and for how long a period, and »at 
what, if any, advantage over appren- 
tices without Vocational School train- 
ing. 

(d) The recognition given to Voca- 
tional School training by Union Labor 
trades. 

(e) The educational value of the Vo- 
cational School in providing facilities 
for appropriate education to mentally 
retarded children. 

(f) The facilities available in Bos- 
ton and elsewhere for Vocational train- 
ing of Newton pupils and the number 
of pupils living in Newton who may 
be expected to avail themselves of 
these facilities at the expense of the 
city if the Vocational School as such 
should be discontinued. 

Tlie committee voted to spend $516 
for the purchase of a moving picture 
equipment for the Levi Warren Jun- 
ior High. It wAs voted to postpone 
until next year the appointing of an 
assistant supervisor of instrumental 
music. The committee discussed ask- 
ing the Mayor to request an appropria- 
tion of $10,000 to enable the School 
Department to make minor repairs in 
school buildings without calling on the 
Public Buildings Department for such 
repairs. The committee went into 
j executive session to discuss the re- 
election of teachers for the coming 
I year.

Within a few days it perhaps will 
be known where the Newton postoffice 
will be located for the coming 10 
years. As stated In the GRAPHIC a 
couple of weeks ago bids have been 
submitted on a number of different 
sites, most which are considerably re- 
moved from the present location of 
the postofflee. 

A few days ago Fred Morgan, the 
dean of Newton's postmen, brought to 
the GRAPHIC office the advertising 
booklet printed in conjunction with 
the annual ball of the Newton Letter 
Carriers, April 4th, 1894. This affair 
was held in the old Armory Hall at 
Newton. The booklet contains a his- 
tory of the Newton postofflee. This 
history relates that the first post- 
office at Newton Corner was started 
in 1823 or 1824 during President Mon- 
roe’s administralion. The office was 
established through the efforts of John 
Richardson, then one of the prominent 
men of the town, who made the lone 
journey to Washington to accomplish 
this thing. 

The first postmaster was Charles 
Fames, a watchmaker and jeweler and 
the postofflee was located in the end 
of a horse shed which stood about 
where Pearl court enters Washington 
street. The rates of postage then were 
— for a letter sent less than 30 miles, 
six cents: 30 to 80 miles, ten cents: 
80 to 150 miles, 12 1 a cents: 150 to 400 
miles, 1S*>4 cents; over 400 miles, 25 
cents. Mr. Eames served as postmas- 
ter for more than 10 years and was 
succeeded by W. B. Newton who had 
been his apprentice. Mr. Newton held 
the office, which remained in the same 
location until about 1840. Then Jo- 
seph N. Bacon was appointed postmas- 
ter and the postofflee was removed to 
his grocery store in the old Bacon 
Block, on the site of the present 
Bacon Block. At that time there was 
one mail each day to and from Bos- 
ton, by stnge coach. 

In 1849 Mr. Bacon was succeeded by 
Daniel P. Mann who got the appoint- 
ment through the influence of Daniel 
Webster. Mr. Mann had the postofflee 
in his drug store, located in Howe's 
Block, a wooden building which stood 
between Cole’s Block and the Boston 
& Albany railroad. This block was 
torn down when the railroad tracks 
were lowered over 30 years ago. Mr. 
Mann was «ucceeded by H. R. Weth- 
erell and Dexter Whipple. Although 
both these appointees had the "politi- 
cal pull” to get the postmastership, 
the actual work of running the office 
a s performed by Charles F Rogers, 
a former well known Newton druggist. 
In U'il President Lincoln appointed 
Samuel Chism postmaster and the of- 
fice was located in the drug store of E. 
" pilings at the corner of Centre 
and Elmwood streets, where Paxton’s 
store later stood. He was succeeded 
by Edwin Holman and the postofflee 
took another move to a store in Hyde's 
Block, located about where the New- 
ton Lunch is now. Postmasters were 
made and unmade rapidly in those 
days. In 1869 the office was “landed” 
by F. A. Benson, but he resigned just 
after receiving his commission and 
Samuel Chism again became postmas- 
ter and again the postoffice returned 
to the south side of the B. * A. 
tracks — this time in Warner’s Block 
at the corner of Centre and Elmwood 
streets. Mr. Chism died during this 
term of office, in 1S71. and he was 
succeeded hv John G. Latta who 
served until 18S7. During his terms 
of office the postofflee moved to a lo- 
cation near where the Edison Com-

Extremely Light Vote Cast With 

Both Party Slates Winning Handily 

Anderson And Wardner Defeated — Hoover And Smith 
Almost Unanimous Choices For President 


The Inclement weather or the negli- 
gence of the voters was responsible 
for the extremely light vote cast at 
the presidential primary held on Tues- 
day. 4660 Republicans cast the bal- 
lot and only 559 Democrats, out of 
a total registration of 22,044, a trifle 
over 23%. 

As was expected the regular (?) 
slate of both parties received the 
heavier vote. The seven delegates at 
large on the Republican ticket had a 
substantial part of the vote In the 
city as well as in the State. The vote 
was as follows, Butler 3861, Gillett 
3989, Cox 3410, Draper 2959, Thayer 
2960, Dwight 2431 and Bagley 2320. 
Dr Anderson made a gallant but futile 
fight as an independent and received 
2967 votes, fourth place in the city, 
and as will be seen from the table, 
even losing his own ward. 

The alternates were unopposed and 
their votes were as follows, Williams 
2698. Potter 2676, Wadsworth 2943, 
Prince 2803, Ames 2823, Leonard 2673. 
Beaudreau 2476. 

For district delegates Thomas W. 
White and B. Loring Young had every- 
thing their own way, White polling 
3065 and Young 3704 votes. Wardner 
who ran independent had an even 1000 
votes. 

While final figures are yet available 
for the district it is settled that White 
and Young are elected. 

For alternates in the district. Fish 
had 2726 and Ranney 2766. 

On the Democratic side, the regu- 
lar slate was also endorsed by the 
few members of that party who went 
to the polls, Walsh led with 462, Cur- 
ley 422, Peters 390, Cole 367, Ely 359, 
Macdonald 366.

NEWTON HOSPITAL 


The members of the Newtou Hos- 
pital Staff postponed their regular 
monthly meeting from April 23 to 
30. This was done in order that New- 
ton might join with Boston in the 
opening meeting of the “Help Fight 
Cancer Week.” The local committee 
have been active in distributing lit- 
erature and posters throughout the 
city and copies of which may be ob- 
tained from the Newton Hospital or 
from the State Department of Health. 

The Cancer Clinic for any who wish 
to come whether they think they may 
have cancer or fear cancer is held at 
the Out Patient Department of the 
Newton Hospital the second and 
fourth Fridays of each month at 3 
P. M. 

On Tuesday, April 24. the Trustees 
of the Newton Hospital held their 
regular quarterly meeting at the New- 
ton Hospital. 

Fewer accidents have occurred dur- 
ing the past week than for some 
time. Four had to do with automo- 
biles. a child with a thumb crushed 
in the door of an automobile, a wom- 
an with a fractured arm, a woman 
with a laceration of the scalp which i 
occurred when the automobile 
crashed into a tree. Also, a woman 
with abrasions of the face and the 
other four were: a child with lacera- 
tions of the forehead caused by a 
blow with a baseball bat. a man with 
a finger cut with an ax, a boy with a 
fractured elbow the result of a "dif- 
ference" with another boy, and a 
man with a thumb cut with a knife. 

During the week ending April 22 . 
1928, there were 139 patients in the 
hospital of whom 36 paid as much as 
cost of care or more. 69 paid less 

than cost of care and 34. including ! 

babies, were treated free. Five babies 
were born. One hundred twenty- 

seven patients were treated in the 
Out Patient Department and 5 in 
the eye clinic. Two social service 
calls were made. Eight accidents 

were treated in the operating room.

Frank Fonseca of 97 Waban Hill 
road told the committee that he has 
owned a lot of laud on Algonquin road 
for 7 years which he can sell to ad- 
vantage for a two-family house but he 
is willing to have It placed in a single 
residence zone to protect the neigh- 
borhood. He accused builders and ; 
real estate men who are not citizens 
of Newton of selfishness in trying to 
exploit the district.

He was 
given a round of applause and Chair- 
man Baker of the committee threat- 
enede to adjourn the meeting if fur- 
ther outbursts of sentiment occurred. 
Mr. Davidson resumed by telling liow 
he had succeeded in having the build- 
ing line on one side of Manet road set 
back as evidence of the inconsistency 
of t lie Zoning Law. He asserted that 
zoning is an infringement on people’s 
constitutional rights. He admitted 
that while a single residence is a 
home, though perhaps not an invest- 
ment. a two-family house is neither. 

Burton Felton of 6S Waban Hill road 
told the committee that he is part 
owner of the large apartment house 
nearby which was erected before 90% 
of those present moved into Newton. 
He opposed the petition. John T. 
Burns, Jr., stated that his father had 
owned land on Manet road for 20 
years and the business development in 
that neighborhood was not started by 
Mr. Burns but when the big garage 
was erected across the avenue. Asked 
by Chairman Baker whether single or 
two-family houses sell more quickly 
in Newton, Mr. Burns replied that 
single houses have the preference in 
t his city and are a better investment. 
He explained that most two-family 
houses in this city have been built by 
outside builders. He is opposed to the 
change in zoning of districts already 
developed. He gave as an example 
tiie rustling through a year or more 
ago of tiie amendment to the Zoning 
Ordinance which changed into a sin- 
gle residence the district around High- 
land avenue and Otis street, Newton- 
ville. Many of the persons who as- 
sisted in agitating for this change 
have since regretted it when they find 
they cannot sell the large old type 
singles they own in tliis section.

We have received complaints about 
the sidewalk along Washington street 
between the Richardson street and 
Centre avenue bridges.

The hall gowns of the belles 
of the past generation certainly re- 
ceived the “once over” as their fair 
wearers promenaded along in the 
Grand March. The young ladies who 
did not have new gowns sat in the 
gallery and passed comments, favor- 
able — or otherwise on the young la- 
dies participating in the Grand March. 


It is interesting to note some of 
the advertisements of business men 
in the old program of 1S94. Fred Hub- 
bard. the drugguist, featured “Rose 
Attar," a complexion preparation made 
by Ethan H. Cutler, a former Newton 
man. J. H. Nickerson, West Newton’s 
leading tailor advertised the latest 
styles. C. O. Tucker offered to de- 
liver the best Minnesota flour in New- 
ton for $5.25 a barrel. A1 Rhynd sold 
fashionable shoes at 265 Washington 
street— in the old Hyde Block where 
Hudson’s Drug Store now is located. 
Whitman’s Stable announced that it 
furnished carriages for parties, wed- 
dings and funerals. This stable was 
located where the Whitman Building 
now is. W. F. Hahn’s drug store was 
in the adjoining building, as was the 
photographic studio of George Brazer. 

Barber Brothers, hardware dealers 
in Brackett’s Block advertised good 
second-hand bicycles. James Paxton, 
the caterer in the Eliot Block. Arthur 
Hudson th** druggist in Warner’s 
Block, A. V. Harrington newsdealer. 
John Irving the florist on Pearl street 
and A. J. Gordon, the shoe dealer in 
Warner’s Block— these names will 
bring back memories to older resi- 
dents of Net won. So will the adver- 
tisements of H. C. Daniels of the “No- 
nantum Stables,’ Delaney, Leland & 
Hewitt, horseshoers, C. W. Bunting’s 
fish market. H. W. Crowell’s grain 
mill, Lothair Holman house painting, 
f'harles Biscotti. fruit: Beverly Broth-

True to instinct he dis- 
plays a strong affinity for horses and 
proudly prances ahead of his equine 
friends that pull the ice wagon, paus- 
ing frequently to lenp playfully at 
their heads. 

Two weeks ago there was an article 
in THE GRAPHIC about the different 
sites proposed for the new postoffice 
at Newton. Some persons, after read- 
ing f he article, might have supposed 
that the writer of it was under the 
influence of liquor when writing it. We 
can assure such persons that the 
writer of the article was perfectly 
sober. The linotyper was quite rushed 
when he set this copy and the proof- 
reader did not have a chance to read 
it. 


Alderman Temperley was justified 
in rebuking Alderman Gallagher when 
the latter accused the Licenses Com- 
mittee of not coming to the Roard 
with “clean hands” in its reports on 
the petitions of Cashman & Ginsberg 
and Henry C. Bourne for filling sta- 
tions at the Lower Falls. Those who 
know the Ward 1 alderman realize he 
would cast no aspersions on the integ- 
rity of his colleagues who are members 
of this committee, but his choice of 
words was unfortunate, and his re- 
mark would certainly be misinterpret- 
ed by persons hearing it or reading it. 
Dr. Gallagher criticised the committee 
because it reported favorably on the 
petition of Cashman & Ginsberg and 
adversely on the Bourne petition, when 
the two sites are almost opposite, and 
the Bourne locus is located on the 
outside of a curve on Washington 
street and the other site is on the 
inside of the curve. He accused the 
committee of showing discrimination. 


The Street Depatrment has obtained 
a machine to paint the crosswalk and 
parking lines on the streets. This con- 
trivance should prove of much assist- 
ance in improving traffic conditions in 
the business sections of the city. 


Some day when Newton will not 
have to spend so much money on 
schools perhaps it can spend some to 
repair its sidewalks. There are hun- 
dreds of places along the sidewalks 
of Newton that need attention. But 
when the Street Department gets much 
too small an appropriation for this 
work it can not be done except here 
and there. 

The electric lights along Washing- 
ton street, Newton, are giving much 
more illumination the past couple of 
weeks. The magnetize lights, which 
were formerly in use, have been re- 
placed by powerful incandescent lights 
which do not become dimmed by dirt, 
as did the lights they replaced.

discover the relative educational value 
of movies. One group of students were 
(aught by motion pictures, a second by 
'an exceptionally good teacher and a 
j third by an average teacher. In the 
| ’eats given at the end of the course 
rhe average grade for the first group 
was 77 3-10 %. for the second group 
; 69 5-10%, and for the last group 61 
3-10%. 

Such movies as Chan, Simba, and 
| Grass are of the same great value as 
well-written travel books; photoplays 
j of the type of Robin Hood. The Cov- 
i ered Wagon, and the “King of Kings” 

' are of historical value; and the vari- 
ous current-affair services such as 
Pathe News have an unlimited value 
in broadening the mental horizons of 
| the masses. 

That moving-pictures are of com- 
mercial value is proved by the increas- 
ing use of them by large corporations 
LThe use of mov4es In the recent anti 
^humming ride campaign launched by 
■ the pupils of Newton High School has 
proved their value in arousing public 
• interest. 

( The harm of movies is in seeing 
them in excess. The movie theatre is 
no place for children who ought to be 
having fresh air and sunlight. Added 
to this is the harm of an excess of 
emotional strain and the danger of un- 
wisely selected pictures forming an 
l incentive to crime for Ill-advised young 
j people. 

Another evil of the motion picture 
which Is not unimportant is the wrong 
impression of the United States that 
the people of foreign countries get 
from the ’thrillers’' circulated 
throughout the world. In like manner 
we get wrong impressions of foreign 
countries from the movies, for all Ara- 
bia is not full of Rudolph Valentino 
sheiks nor is France a land of obscure 
night clubs and gambling dens.

Most residents of Newton will not 
agree with Mr. Davidson’s remarks 
made at the hearing on the petition 
to re-zone part of Precinct 3, Ward 
6; when he characterized “zoning" 
as a farce and stated it lias not ac- 
complished anything. It is no farce 
and certainly lias accomplished some- 
thing In Newton. Were it not for t ho 
zoning ordinance passed in 1922. tin* 
most attractive residential sections in 
all parts of tills city would have been 
ruined by the intrusion of cheap ap- 
pearing business blocks, garages and 
other such structures. The invasion 
of Commonwealth avenue at Newton 
Centre by one-story business blocks 
hastened the passage of the zoning 
ordinance in tills city. Newton con- 
trary to the remarks of Mr. Davidson, 
was one of the first communities in 
Greater Boston to pnss such an or- 
dinance nml the tremendous building 
boom tills city lias had the past live 
or six years is proof that people who 
desire homes in pleasant surround- 
ings come to a city where zoning has 
been put Into effect. 

During the debate over school 
teachers’ salaries at the last meeting 
of the Board of Aldermen, Alderman 
Woodcock offered as an argument for 
raising t he maximum salaries of grade 
teachers in Newton to $2000, the fact 
that “stenographers” at City Hall are 
receiving salaries of $1500 to $1750. 
Pile Newtonvllle alderman commented 
that there is no comparision between 
the efforts made by the teachers in 
preparing for their occupation with 
that made by the stenographers. Mr. 
Woodcock was for ten years a mem- 
ber of the Winthrop School Board 
and he appreciates the importance to 
a community of capable teachers. 
However, he apparently does not real- 
ize that the employees at City Hall 
who receive the salaries he mentioned 
are in most instances not stenogra- 
phers. They are assistants to de- 
part ment heads — clerks, if you will, 
some of whom have spent many, many 
years in acquiring knowledge of t he 
departments in which they work, 
knowledge which makes these women 
of great value to this city and enables 
them to save many thousands of dol- 
lars to taxpayers of Newton. With- 
out disparaging t he worth of our 
nehers, some of t ho veteran women 
employees at City Hall who have giv- 
en 2*6 3U and even nearly 40 years 
f faithful, intelligent service to this 
it y. working 49 weeks in the year, 
ml. until recent years. 6 days a week, 
are of equal value to the community 
as some young teacher a few years out 
f school. 

The Quebec officials are more than 
half right in their criticisms of the 
spectacular flight to Quebec by Lind- 
bergh with the wrong kind of serum 
for poor Floyd Bennett. Not that we 
criticise Lindbergh for an instant.

Such a iuippy result would avoid a re- 
currence of enforced idleness such as 
lias brought suffering to millions the 
past year.

Forgrave Asserts 

Prohibition Is Aid 


"The economic, industrial, social 
and spiritual supremacy of America 
has been aided greatly by prohibition," 
msi id William M. Forgrave, State Su 
porintemlent of the Massachusetts 
Anti-Saloon League in an address de- 
livered Sunday morning at. tin* Km- 
manuel Baptist Church, Newton. 
"While drunkenness, deaths from al- 
coholism, poverty, and wretchedness 
due to the use of alcoholic beverages 
has been steadily increasing In the 
provinces of Canada which have Gov- 
ernment Control, they are steadily de- 
creasing under prohibition in the 
United States. 

"Attendance In public and private 
schools, colleges and universities have 
hud an unparalleled growth In the 
United States since prohibition. Soup 
kitchens and bread lines are almost 
unheard of. The purchasing power of 
t he people as represented in the pur- 
chase of what were known as luxuries 
before prohibition 1ms increased until 
now these same luxuries are consid- 
ered necessities. 

“A drunk on the street and a young 
person intoxicated in a public: place 
have become so uncommon as to cause 
considerable discussion. 

"Among the greatest needs of pro 
hlbttion movement today are, first the 
election of public officials who are 
competent, honest and citizens of high 
Ideals; second, the education of the 
people as to the truth regarding the 
present situation, especially the edu- 
cation of youth in our high schools 
mid colleges. Is it not time for the 
Wets to show sportmanship — admit 
and accept defeat and join the ever- 
increasing caravan of citizens who for 
one reason or another observe the 
spirit of the IStli Amendment as well 
as that letter of it and are thus set- 
ting the citizens of tomorrow a good 
example. 

"This is the only way to make sure 
of the foundations of our democracy. 
The philosophy of selective anarchy 
whereby each individual only obeys 
those laws which he desires to obey 
would eventually mean the downfall 
of any representative democracy."

A prize of $1,000 for a nation-wide 
high school essay < ontest on the sub- 
ject. "Why Should 1 Vote?” sponsored 
by the General Federation of Women's 
Clubs and approved by the Chairmen 
<! the Republican and Democratic na- 
tional committees, promises to give 
great impetus to the movement to ed- 
ucate American voters for the coming 
election. 

At a recent meeting of the National 
I Civic Association the contest was pro- 
posed by Mrs. John D. Sherman, pres 
blent of the General Federation: the 
plan was immediately approved and 
was met by John Hays Hammond, 
president of the Civic Federation, with 
lie offer by the $1,000 prize. 

Mrs. William It. Aivord of Detroit, 
Michigan, chairman of Hie Department 
of American Citizenship of tlu* Gen- 
cial Federation of Women’s Clubs, is 
in charge of the organization of joint 
committees on citizenship consisting of 
representatives of local groups, in 500 
’•f Hu* largest cities of the country. 
"Indifference of the rank ami file of 
American citizens toward the fran- 
chise is ,i serious menace to the up- 
holding of our cln-rished American in 
stitutions.” said .Mrs. Aivord. 

“We citizens, while deploring the 
growth of lawlessness and crime, con- 
tinue to overlook the remedy which 
lies in our own hands— the ballot, by 
which officials may be elected who will 
enforce the laws and control crime. 
Absorbed in ‘things’ -our business in 
i crests, our homes, our social life, our 
motor cars wo have allowed to grow 
■'!> nil indifference toward a most fun- 
damental possession, our right to vote. 
Such civic apathy threatens the very 
foundations of our government. 

”ln this crisis the General Federa- 
lion of Women’s Clubs, through its 
department of American Citizenship, 
welcomes tin opportunity to take the 
lead in arousing national interest in 
ibis vital subject through a high school 
essay contest, which will not only 
e rvc in arouse t he present voters, 
but will insure the interest of the 
younger generation- the voter of to- 
morrow. Seven million young women 
and men will be able to cast their 
fust vuie next November. What great- 
• t pea* «• time patriotic service can we 
render these young voters than to 
arouse in them the determination to 
vote and to vote intelligently?”

Mrs. A. Shirley Ladd, recording sec- 
retary, opened the review in an annual 
report Unit was, as are all Mrs. Ladd's 
records, bright and entertaining. She 
stated that in making an annual re- 


port this was one time when it was per- 
missible to brag, and proved it by de- 
fine year’s programs: this Inst being 
daring that they lmd had a splendid 
president, a wonderful hoard, and a 
fine years programs; this last being 
a tribute to Mrs. Herbert L. Felton, 
Program chairman. She stated that 
the Current Events course had been 
especially profitable, with S3 season 
tickets sold, and many single tickets. 
At the end, it was discovered just why 
two especially lovely bouquets of pink 
flowers luid adorned either side of the 
president’s desk. Mrs. Cowin, in a 
delightful tribute to Mrs. Ladd’s sev- 
en years of loyal, splendid, service, 
presented one bouquet to her. 

Mrs. Sidney B. Thomas, treasurer, 
reported the financial condition, with 
344 members, and $370 given to phil- 
anthropies and charities. Mrs. W. F. 
Bartholomew read the auditor’s ap- 
proval of this record. 

The president here took occasion to 
remind the Club that $100 had been 
set aside for the Art Committee, for 
them to buy some object of art suit- 
able for presentation to the new Levi 
Warren Junior High School from the 
Club.

On Christmas Seals work, it was re- 
ported that 1,849 letters were sent out, 
and about half were returned with con- 
tributions amounting to over $1200. 
The Civics Committee, Mrs. Richard 
M. Ott. chairman, sent out 5,000 hand- 
bills for tlie Federation rally, and are 
working to establish some protection 
on Putnam street, which has been the 
scene of many very bad accidents. Vol- 
unteer Service Committee, Mrs. Nor- 
man Bingham, chairman, has accom- 
plished many splendid things, giving 
automobile service that has been most 
valuable and appreciated. 

Mrs. Ellery Peabody, chairman of 
Nominating Committee, presented the 
ballot . which was unanimously accept- 
ed and tlie secretary was instructed to 
cast one ballot. In declaring tho fol- 
lowing elected Mrs. Cowin said it was 
a pleasure to have coming into office 
so many able people: president, Mrs. 
Francis Nowhall; vice-presidents, Mrs. 
Paul S. Phalen, Mrs. Norman W. Bing- 
ham, Mrs. Harold Cranshaw.

QNK Tl IIN(; AND ANOTHER

Wlmt is becoming a growing custom 
nrnong our little folks, for which we 
should bo thankful, is the giving of 
May baskets on the first day of that 
month. I know that people like to be 
remembered and especially If the 
donor Is a dainty little miss not yet in 
her teens. A bachelor, even can get 
a thrill when he finds at Ills front door 
a wee basket made of colored paper 
and filled with sweets. It Is good for 
tune for him to have a friend who 
is willing to pause on her way to 
school and lintig a pretty May basket 
on his door. 

It seems that the celebration of May 
day is In an old world custom and goes 
hack to the days of the Romans who 
held this annual festival in honor of 
Flora, the goddess of flowers. Eng- 
land, France and Germany celebrated 
with show of rejoicing and merrymak- 
ing, but now, the custom Is almost 
confined to rural districts of Europe. 
Dwellers in cities are too busy for 
such frivolities. 

One of those phrases that we hear 
in our early youth and which clings 
forever Is “You must wake and call 
me, early: call me early, mother dear, 
for I’m going to he Queen of the May.” 
That belongs, I find, to Medieval Eng- 
land where on the first day of May 
lads and lassies sallied forth to the 
country lanes to gather hawthorn, the 
other name for which was "may,” and 
then set up a Maypole, decked with 
garlands, and crown the fairest of 
girls in the village as their queen. 

I am willing to admit that "old times 
have changed, old manners gone” and 
also that tills particular custom would 
have little place among our activities 
today. However, it shouldn’t he lost 
sight of and our little folks are the 
very ones to preserve it. Writers tell 
us that May baskets belong in the 
atmosphere of the village. Very well 
then, what more delightful spirit is 
there than that represented by the 
word “community.” I shall watch 
eagerly next Tuesday for Newton’s 
community observance of May day. 

There is nothing artificial in little 
folks, thank goodness, so when they 
march down the street, carrying May 
baskets for their own playmates, with 
one here and there for a grown-up, it 
is as sunshine flooding the whole 
neighborhood. Its glow touches every 
heart and spreads a feeling of gayety 
like the “laughter of running waters 
that flow under old rustic bridges.” 

This is the season of amateur fire- 
men. I refer to those who undertake 
to burn up brush and other accumula- 
tions on their premises. Nature has 
insisted that in order to l- »< »u her 
prettiest she must have assistance and 
some people are more willing to help 
than others. These co-operative in- 
dividuals include men and women who 
are eager to exert some considerable 
amount of effort. They are willing 
to risk hand blisters and muscle strain 
for the sake of having the place look 
trim and neat. 

It may he charged that by saying 
anything in criticism of these Indus- 
trious people I am discouraging the 
clean-up and paint-up movement. Far 
from It. I indorse the plan and al- 
though I may not have time to show 
my enthusiasm by personally display- 
ing my skill with the rake and broom 
I am ready to applaud those who do. 

But we started to speak of the ama- 
teur fireman. He, of course, is the 
person who lias finished the task of 
raking leaves, twigs and other things 
that have been lying around all win- 
ter and get them out the way as speed- 
ily as possible. There is too much to 
place in barrels so the next thing is 
to set fire to the whole business. 
We have a law now that requires one 
to obtain permission of the Fire De- 
partment and while this in an excel 
lent regulation it is not as completely 
observed as it might lie. The in- 
dependent soul is prone to take the 
risk. Still, this column does not rec- 
ognize law violators and we will talk 
about the man or woman who has the 
necessary permission. 

Now then have you observed how 
frequently it happens that one neigh- 
bor’s “fire day” is another neighbor’s 
“wash day?’" I have seen a fine 
smudge in full bloom about 10 feet 
distant from a line of nicely launder- 
ed linen. It may he that the man 
with the permit to start a fire 1ms 
the law behind him while the house- 
keeper whose clothes are hung out to 
dry Is acting on her own responsibil 
ity. 

1 have an idea that a smouldering 
brush fire isn’t any too good for fresh 
ly cleaned sheets, shirts, etc., and yet 
I don’t know what can be done about 
it in a free country where inde- 
pendence of action is supposed to 
stamp an individual 100 per cent Am- 
erican. If some adjustment could be 
made and all parties agree on a cer- 
tain day for washing and another cer- 
tain day for burning brush that would 
seem a happy arrangement. But wluit 
would Hu* firemen and washwoman 
say about it? 1 shall have to have 
advice before giving a decision. 

It was interesting to learn that the 
Board of Aldermen have determined 
upon a policy in regard to the appear- 
ance of children in public entertain- 
ments at night when on (lie day fol- 
lowing there is a school session. It 
will not he permitted because it in- 
terferes with the little ones’ studies. 
Whether one agrees with this or not 
it is carrying out the purposes of the 
child labor laws of Massachusetts and 
these seem to have worked very well, 
'ersonally, I think the Aldermen have 
shown sound judgment. 

Without further comment on local 
conditions I should like to remind 
readers of t Ills column that (lie first 
law enacted on the American con- 
tinent to regulate the hours of labor 
for children was adopted in Massa- 
chusetts in 1S-12. It seems to me thut 
speaks volumes for the enlightenment 
of our citizens and is oue reason why 
younger Stales of (lie Union turn to 
•old Massachusetts” to see how it has 
met this or thut problem. 

The law regarding appearances of 
children in public entertaluments uud 
under which a hoard of aldermen in 
cities or hoard of selectmen in towns 
is given authority to grant such per- 


mits was passed by the Massachu- 
setts Legislature, April 28. 1877. which 
Is just fifty-one years ago tomorrow 
It was aimed at. circuses and traveling 
shows which offered as part of tli**ir 
programs the feats of “child wonders." 
it meant, of course, that the proprie- 
tors of these shows were profiting by 
the struggles and efforts of children 
who did as they were told after a good 
stiff training. 

“Conserving children” has been 
foremost in the minds of the people 
of this State for nearly a century. It 
has brought about the enactment of 
laws which some people may contend 
work a hardship. My contention Is 
that a law must be rigid if it Is to 
accomplish anything. Safeguarding 
the health and future of youngsters 
is not a matter for loosely-drawn 
statutes. In few other States are the 
child labor laws as strict as in Massa- 
chusetts; In many States they are not 
nearly so firm. 

As Massachusetts is known as 
leader in the establishment of public 
schools It is fully as gratifying to 
know that it was first to step forward 
for those who enter employment at a 
tender age. To come out plainly in 
support of such laws reflects credit 
upon our Board of Aldermen.

"A service that will help to pre- 
vent a recurrence of such a detestable 
practice,” is what Gov. Fuller said of 
the action of the man who aided in the 
capture of a "hit and run” automobile 
driver and to whom His Excellency 
handed a check for $100 as a reward 
from the Commonwealth of Massa- 
chusetts. Whether you are always in 
agreement with Gov. Fuller or not you 
must admit that he is, as the old set- 
tlers would say, pretty sharp and far- 
sighted. The younger generation 
would say “he knows his onions." I 
will add that he knows human nature. 

The "hit and run” problem is one 
of those that most of all us are dis- 
posed to allow somebody else to set- 
tle. "Call a cop,” goes up the cry. 
Meanwhile, instead of doing anything, 
the average crowd shifts feet and 
waits for a policeman. The latter is 
“paid," they say, to do that kind of 
work. Just before we go any further, 
let me point out that if the number of 
automobiles is constantly increasing 
and the number of policemen is held 
stationary you mustn’t expect “cops” 
to catch all "hit and run” drivers. 
They will he out numbered. Citizens 
will have to take a hand. 

Now the man who was rewarded 
with $100 by vote of the Governor and 
Council was not doing something that 
pleased him. He was performing a 
disagreeable task. He was driving 
behind a car, the driver of which 
struck two boys. There was no oili- 
cer in sight so he proceeded to pursue 
the offending motorist and was able 
to assist the police in nabbing the 
man who was later punished. 

I do not expect that the payment of 
a gratuity will he followed by the 
organization of a vigilance committee 
in every city and town, great as the 
inducement would he. Still, in the old 
days of horse-stealing the upright cit- 
izens had to get together to protect 
themselves and their property and it 
may be if the "hit and run" driver 
isn’t curbed we shall have societies to 
round-up reckless and drunken driv- 
ers. 

A man who deliberately violates the 
law governing sane and safe driving 
can dodge a policeman sometimes. 
But lie won’t feel so secure if he 
knows that there may he somebody on 
the street or in another car with a 
pencil and a notebook, ready to jot 
down his number. 

I have always thought that public 
opinion has settled many a vexatious 
matter. In the ease of catching “hit 
and run” motorists public opinion and 
private action will come pretty near 
bringing obnoxious drivers before the 
bar of justice. 

Fortunately we may always count 
on a certain group of our citizens to 
further whatever good cause may he 
in need of help. These earnest folk 
do what some of us find so easy to 
neglect. Instead of praising them we 
often keep silent or do that which is 
worse, we criticise. 

Tlie people who years ago worked 
for the establishment of Arbor Day 
had no general encouragement. No- 
body objected, as far as history shows, 
but only a few here and there were 
enthusiastic. But Arbor Day became 
u reality and out of it grew a move- 
ment for reforestation. The progress 
of the movement has meant much to 
this country. 

Tomorrow we have an opportunity 
to observe "Arbor and Bird Day." 
Some of us will make an endeavor to 
oiurihute our share of effort in prop- 
erly carrying out the purposes of the 
founders. Others will not display even 
a passing interest. But those who do 
something will he more numerous than 
last year. And so on, each succeed- 
ing year will find more people anxious 
to take part in the observance, thus 
proving that we believe in trees and 
birds ami the conservation of wild 
life, although we have to be aroused 
from time- to time to a full sense of 
our duty.
